9th.—At 9.30 last evening the jury in the 
Edward Gallagher case, after being out four 
hours, came into Court with a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree. Judge 
Capíes, counsel for the defense, immedi­ 
ately entered a motion for a new trial. 
Edward Gallagher is convicted of the 
killing of I.ewis Wars, who was found 
dead iu a field near his residence, six miles 
west from the Lower Cascades, Skamania 
county, November 9, 1889. A bullet-hole 
was in W ars' breast, a load of buckshot in 
his shoulder and several wounds in his 
head. The house was found broken into 
and ransacked for $2,000, which was known 
to be hidden in it. Edward Gallagher, to­ 
gether with another party, who has not 
been found since the murder, was seen 
prowling around Wars’ premises on the 
day of the murder. Gallagher, one week 
before, bought 
buckshot corresponding 
with that found in Wars' body. A news­ 
paper wadding was found near the body 
which corresponded with a part of a news"- 
paper found upon the defendant, which 
was a copv of the Christian Messenger oi

TR O U B L E L O O K E D FO R 


Los A n g e le s M ay b e th e S cen e o f Still 
M ore B lood sh ed . 
Los A n g e l e s , May 9th.—The Chinaman 
announced to be fatally shot in a riot last 
night died 
this morning. 
The other 
wounded man is in a critical condition. 
The Coroner's jury brought in a verdict 
to night of “death from a gunshot wound, 
fired by a person or persons unknown." 
Even more than the usual quiet prevailed 
in Chinatown to-night, the principal cause 
being the fact that the China theater was 
not running. 
Ah Mam, the proprietor of this institu­ 
tion, has signified his intention of keeping 
open as usual, but certain movements on 
the part of the enemy, the faction under 
Wong Chee, caused him to alter his inten­ 
tion, and the theater remained closed. 
The first move on the part of the Wong 
C'hee faction was signalized by the hoisting 
of a large triangular crimson "colored flag, 
of peculiar design, on a mast over the two- 
story joss-house on Apablaza street early 
in the forenoon. 
At first it was not ’known what W8S the 
significance of this signal, but it was finally 
ascertained that it was to call a meeting of 
the Bing Gung 
Tong Society, secretly 
formed this week by Wong Chee and his 
frieDds, with the avowed intention of 
wiping Ah Mow and his followers from 
the face of the earth. The societv num ­ 
bers probably about 230 Chinamen, many 
of them highbinders. 
Letters received by some of Ah Mow's 
friends from San Diego, state that more 
than a week ago a case containing two 
dozen forty-five caliber revolvers ánd a 
number of coats of mail, manufactured 
after the Oriental custom of many layers of 
paper, were shipped from San Diego, con­ 
signed to the Bing Gang Tong Society in 
Lcs Angeles. It was also rumored that a 
dozen or more highbinders might be ex­ 
pected in a few days. 
Acting on this information Ah Mow 
closed his place and sent spies in the camp 
of his enemy. The scouts reported that a 
meeting was in progress and that fully one 
hundred and twenty Chinamen were pres­ 
ent. Wong Chee cannot be found to-night 
but members of opposing faction claim 
that he has left the city, accompanied by 
his henchmen, Wong Ding. Ah Mow has 
announced that he will run the theater to­ 
morrow night. 
In the meantime the police detail is con­ 
tinued and the utmost vigilance is main­ 
tained. Every Chinaman found with a 
pistol in his possession has his weapon con­ 
fiscated and is arrested. Both factions are 
equally persistent in their boasts that they 
will run the other gang out of the city, and 
it is quite reasonable to suppose that the 
trouble is not yet over.

trouble is feared at the junction of the 
Stuyck and White rivers in this county.

A restraining order has been issued 
against them, and a Deputy Sheriff dis­ 
patched to the scene with instructions to 
organize a posse to disperse them if neces­ 
sary. 
The action of the farmers is due to the 
watt-r bring so high in the Stuyck that it 
threatens to overflow the banks and do in­ 
calculable damage to the crops.

1 resptctlully invite aiteution to the fact that, 
according to m y inlorm ation, there are a large 
num ber oi Chinese now in Toronto, Canada, re­ 
cently arrived irorn Victoria, B. C., who will, it 
it is believed, find there way into the United 
States. 
WiDg Tat & Co., oi 405 Yonge street, and 
Lee W ing, oi 12s Queen street. Toronto, are 
prom inent leaders iu of th eir countrym en, and 
are said to receive $50 per head tor landing 
Chinese across the line. The fact that a close 
w atch is kept on this port, thirteen arrests h av­ 
ing been m ade w ithin the past thiee weeks, w ill 
doubtless have a tendency to check the im m i­ 
gration of these persons, but there is no reason 
to believe th at we can stop it altogether. The 
arrest and return to Canada of one of them , 
seems to have the effect only ol inducing him to 
seek some other outlet. Indeed, there are in ­ 
stances w ithin my knowledge w here special 
employe Lewis has tw ice arrested Chinam en 
and returned them to Canada, and the same 
m en are now engaged in pursuits peculiar to 
th eir people in the City of New York. 
If the D epartm ent should direct that erery 
Chinese person found unlaw fully w ithin the 
United States be rem oved therefrom to Chiuu, 
a second attem pt to come here wou d "probably 
not be m ade: but, as I have indicated, the pres­ 
ent m ode w ill not effectually exclude this un­ 
desirable class. 
A nother phase of the subject th a t has caused 
some em barrassm ent a t this port, and is likely 
to become a more serious question in the near 
future, is this : Chinese persons ate found un ­ 
lawfully w ithin the United States, smuggled 
from China-, and do not have certificates snow­ 
ing they hRve paid the Dominion customs tax 
of $50 a head. How are they to be returned? 
The Dominion customs officials w ill certainly 
refuse to adm it such persons into Canada With­ 
out proper certificates, and our officers m ust 
choose in the absence of further instructions, 
between sm uggling them back and placing 
them on th e bridges connecting the two coun­ 
tries. w here they are certain to suffer m uch dis­ 
com fiture belore re ease, to say nothing of the 
annoyance such action w ill cause the officers 
of tbe bridge companies.

Pope of this city. Tnese Chinam en recently 
cam e from Vancouver, B. C. Under pretense of 
taking his brother to see a Chinese doctor in 
the United States, Ah Mov w ants to cross the 
boundary. I presum e they would have given 
satisfactory evidence th at tney were entitled to 
adm ission to the U nited States had I not been 
present to object, for the reason th at neither 
Consuls nor Collectors of Customs as a rule 
know th e nature of the evidence required as 
proof of Chinese right as a m erchant to enter 
the United States, for w hat constitutes ‘‘m er­ 
ch an t'' under the Chinese Restriction Act. 
United States Consul Pope is a fair representa­ 
tive of his class of officials. He is able, intelli­ 
gent, etc., but knows absolutely nothing con­ 
cerning legislation affecting th e C hítese, nor 
has he been supplied w ith a copy of any law- 
restricting Chinese im m igration or excluding 
Chinese laborers. T hat m ore Chinese have not 
crossed the bolder under cover of the seal of the 
Consulate m ust be because they did not seek to 
cross by th a t route. 
The State Departm ent cannot too soon put 
into tbe hands of our Consuls along tbe Canada 
border a copy of the laws affecting Chinese im ­ 
m igration and exclusion, and the latest decis­ 
ions of the Treasury D epartm ent under said 
laws, and 1 recom m end that all our collectors of 
customs, especially on the N orthern border, be 
sim ilarly provided. 
K nowing that the C anadian Governm ent will 
not funiisn the certificates required by Section 
6, 1 put the case of the Chinese m erchant sim ­ 
ply thus: “ Btfore his application lor entry into 
the U nited States can be considered, he’ m ust 
produce the certificate required by Section 6 
of the Act from the t hiñese Governm ent or its 
duly authorized representative. ' 
Because Ah 
M or and his brother had not this certificate 
they w ere finally refused the prayers tht-v 
sought.

W a sh in g to n, May 9th.—In the Senate to-day 
a com m unication from the Treasury nepart- 
m ent, w ith reports from special agents as to the 
evasion of the laws against the entrance of the 
Chinese com ing from Canada, was referred to 
the Com m ittee on Im m igration.

A partv vote, ex ­ 
cept th a t of Payne, who voted aye, and Allison, 
Ingalls, I'lum b and Teller, no. 
The bill having been reported back from the 
Com m ittee on tne Wnole to the Senate, the 
question cam e up again for action. 
After a lengthy discussion, Sherm an's am end­ 
m ent was agreed toby a vote of 22 to 21. Payue 
voted w ith ihe Republicans, and Allison. In ­ 
galls and Plum b w ith the Democrats. Teller 
did not vote. 
The bill was then passed and the m ilitary 
academ y bill taken up and passed. 
Tbe arm y appropriation bill was next taken 
up. Am ong the am endm ents agreed to was a 
paragraph appropriating $100,000 for buildings 
at m ilitary posts, for libraries, gym nasium s and 
canteens. 
Hale moved an am endm ent that no nlcohol 
liquor, beer or wine be sold or supplied en­ 
listed m en in any such building.

THE BEST METHOD OF PACKING FBUIT 
FOE MABKET. 


T obacco See<l Beds—Treatment of Young 
Fruit Tree»—Expectations of a 
Cow—General Farm Notes. 


We have yet much to learn in Califor­ 
nia regarding the marketing of small 
fruits, and the hard-earned experience of 
others should not be beneath our notice. 
S. B. Conover, an acknowledged authority, 
gives in the American Garden the follow­ 
ing valuable hints: 
STRAWBERRIES. 
As moisture after picking causes small 
fruit to decay, you should avoid as much 
as possible picking while the dew is on or 
when the plants are wet from rain. By 
delaying the picking a short time the fruit 
will dry off, and it will keep aud carry 
better," and consequently bring better 
prices in the market. This is a point 
that is very often overlooked in the hurry 
to get the fruit to market. Great care 
should be taken to have the picker pick 
all the ripe berries at each picking, as any 
left and picked next lime will be over- 
ri|>e, and tend to destroy the sound fruit. 
The juice of one soft berry will ferment 
and spoil and injure the whole quart, and 
frequently the whole package. 
Care 
should also be taken that there are no un­ 
ripe or small berries mixed in the pack­ 
ages. The packages should be well filled 
and rounded, so that they will be full 
when 
they reach market—the deal­ 
ers will bless you 
for this, and 
the 
customer will be happy too. 
Of course, in doing this, you may give 
more berries to a crate than your neigh­ 
bor, but it will pay you better. In finish­ 
ing oil’packages, the top layer should be 
placed stem down, and the bright side of 
the berry up. They should be carried to 
a shady place, and be allowed to stand 
where the wind can blow over them to cool 
the berries and carry off any moisture that 
may be on them before the packages are 
placed in the crate. The cover of the 
crate should be left open until ready to 
load, to give air as long as possible; keep 
the crates in a cool and shady place. If 
the berries are sandy, as they frequently 
are after a shower, put them up without 
washing and do not top off with clean 
fruit, as that will injure your reputation 
with the buyer. All the old aud experi­ 
enced fruit-raisers have found that the 
best way to get the highest price for their 
fruit is to put it up honestly. Such pack­ 
ing enables the commission dealer to 
“chalk up" that mark or brand as being 
sold, and for which he is sure of getting 
the highest price. Rut if the fruit is 
not 
put 
up 
honestly and 
satis­ 
factorily it has 
to 
be 
sold 
to 
peddler at low prices. The crate now 
used in New York markets, and giving 
the best satisfaction, is the 32-square-quart 
ventilated crate. In buying crates see 
that thev are ventilated or have openings 
between the ton ot the crate and cover. 
'The openings should not be in the cover, 
as they would let in the dust. The heat 
and sweat, in uuveutilated crates, rise 
up against the cover and condense, fall­ 
ing back on the top layer of berries and 
turning them black. There can be seen 
daily in the market, after the busy first 
sales are over, salesmen changing the top 
layers of baskets to the bottom, and bring­ 
ing bright fresh ones on top. The ber­ 
ries should be picked ripe, or of full color, 
when to be sola within twelve hours after 
picking. If to be longer on the way, they 
should be a trifle under-rij>e Gut yet tuli- 
colored. If to be sent by expiess, use the 
crate known as the express crate, costing 
a little more than half the price of the 
standard crate, and only half the weight. 
RASPBERRIES. 
The same care and attention should be 
used in picking and packing this fruit as 
in strawberries. For blaek-caps use pint 
baskets, but for the red varieties one- 
thirds and half pints should be used, as 
anything larger makes too large a bulk 
and the fruit is mashed by its own weight. 
There are long pint cups made and sold 
by the leading manufacturers which will 
fit in the 32-quart crate, so that the straw­ 
berry crate can be used lor shipping black­ 
caps. 
BLACKBERRIES. 
Blackberries should be picked and 
ji i <ed nearly the same as strawberries. 
Ib y are shipped in quarts or long pints. 
<7 r-. at care should be taken to keep out all 
bruised, soft or mashed berries. Packages 
must be well filled to allow for shrinking, 
HUCKLEBERRIES. 
The best package for this fruit is a quart 
measure, using th« 32-squc re-quart crate. 
See that the packages are tight enough at 
the corners to prevent the fruit from 
shaking out. The leading manufacturers 
make a special quart box ¡or this fruit, 
being closed at the corners, fitting the 32- 
quart strawberry crate. The fruit shipjied 
in quarts always brings a higher price, 
and is of more ready sale than that ship¡>ed 
in half-bushel tight boxes. 
CURRANTS. 
Currants should be ripe, or nearly so, 
when picked. Keep out all bruiseil or 
mashed fruit, as a few mashed berries will 
ferment and turn the whole package sour 
iu a very short time. They should also 
be as dry as possible. If picked wet they 
should be spread out thinly in a cool dry 
place before packing. They should also 
be free from leaves. The best package is 
the 32-square quart crate. The packages, 
when well filled, will hold on au average 
1] pounds, and they are sold by weight. 
Some parties use the teu-i>ound covered 
veueer grape basket, but buyers mostly 
prefer quart packages. 
TOBACCO SEED BEDS. 
The following article, from the Southern 
Tobacco Journal, showing how Southern 
planters prepare and sow their tobacco 
ground, may be interesting to many of our 
readers: 
To the planter an early and abundant 
supply of tobacco plants is the thing of 
prime importance. To secure this the 
seed may be sown at any time l>etween the 
15th of I'ecember and the loth of March, 
the earlier the better, and allotting 100 
Ajuare yards of seed l>ed to every 10,000 
plants that wili be needed. 
The ground selected for this purjxase 
should l>e virgin soil, of sandv texture, 
rich and moist, with full exposure to the 
sun, but sheltered to the north and west 
by rising ground, or growing timber, 
against the cold wind of early spring. 
Such spots can be readily found in wooded 
hollows, at the foot of hills, and near or 
alongside some water-course. Other things 
woods 
being equal, the further into the 
the sjvot selected is the better, in order to 
escape the blip. 
'Die ground having been well chosen, 
the next thing is to rake it cleanly, and 
then burn it thoroughly, so as to kill all 
germs of vegetation. The burning can be 
done at a single blast, if done with dry 
brush, heaped upon the entire bed a hight 
of some four feet. 
A better but costlier 
method is to burn with wood laid upon 
green poles, which serve the purpose of 
ventilation, in which ease the wood should 
be piled the whole length of the l>ed and 
of convenient width, say six feet, and after 
the pile has been well kindled it should 
allowed to bum some two hours, or 
until the poles underneath are burnt up. 
The burning wood and fire coals should 
now be moved by using old hoes fastened 
uj>on long handles, and again spread a con­ 
venient width and fresh wood added, 
which should bum until the ground un­ 
derneath has been burnt as thoroughly as 
before, and so on until the entire bed has 
been burned over. 
So soon as the ground has cooled 


enough to walk upon it, and without re- I 
moving the ashes, it should be broken 
deeply and finely with the mattock, care I 
being' taken not to invert the soil, and 1 
then chopped with wooden hoes and 
raked until clear of roots and well pulver­ 
ice rl—for which reason land should never 
be burnt when too wet. 
The bed is now ready for seeding. ’ The 
variety of seed recommended is yellow 
Oronoco. The quantity sown should be 
one and a half tablespoonfuls to every 
one hundred square yards. Great care 
should be taken to sow the seed as regu­ 
larly as possible, so as to prevent some 
spots from being too thin, and, what is 
worse, other spots from being too thick. 
To do so the seed should be, carefully 
measured and then thoroughly mixed in 
a convenient quantity of dry ashes, and 
the mixture divided into two equal parts. 
The bed should lie marked off into con­ 
venient sowing breadths by lines four feet 
apart, and sowed entirely over with one- 
half the seed in one direction ant then 
over again with the other half in the op­ 
posite direction, the sower retracing his 
steps. The seed should 
left upon the 
surface, and neither hoed nor raked into 
the soil, but trodden in with the foot or 
pressed in with the back of a weeding-hoe, 
or, better still, by passing a light roller 
over the bed. To prevent drifting or pud­ 
dling of the seed by washing rains, where 
the ground is rolling, trenches slightly in­ 
clined, and two inches deep and four feet 
apart, should be made with the mattock 
across the bed. Where the ground is flat 
and subject to being sobbed, it should be 
thoroughly drained, as nothing drowns 
more easily than the tobacco plant. 
YOUNG FRUIT TREES. 
Much depends upon how the young trees 
are managed the first year after they are 
planted. Severe cutting back is beneficial 
to the peach tree, and cases are known in 
which old trees have been induced to make 
new growth and continue bearing, even 
when nearly gone, by cutting all of the old 
wood away above the trunk. Low, stocky 
trees stand the winds better, and the fruit 
is easily picked, but the cultivator cannot 
be used to advantage as among tall trees. 
The failure to cut back severely the first 
year, however, often results in but little 
new wood aud a poor start for the young 
tree, which should be guarded against, as 
the future of the tree depends upon its 
progress during the first season. 
THE WORK OF THE ROOTS. 
The greater the work done by the roots 
the more rapid the growth of the tree; 
but there is such a thing as giving the 
roots more than can be done. By cutting 
back the young tree at the time of setting 
it out, and allowing but few shoots to grow, 
the power of the roots will be thrown into 
them, and as the roots will not be over­ 
taxed, the tree will begin at once to grow, 
and grow rapidly, each shoot pushing for­ 
ward as if to excel the others; but when 
too much top is left on, each shoot of the 
many wili draw upon the roots and the re­ 
sult will be that but little growth will be 
made, while the tree will be slow in com­ 
ing into bearing later on. By securing as 
much growth as possible the "first year the 
future shape and trimming of the tree can 
be done to better advantage, and this is 
effected only when the young tree is al­ 
lowed to grow from a limited number of 
shoots, and when it is cut back so as not to 
impose too much duty on the roots. 
FERTILIZERS AND CULTIVATION. 
The young orchard should be kept clean 
the first year, and the more frequently it 
is cultivated the better. Grass should not 
be allowed in a peach orchard at any time, 
though on rich soils grass is sometimes 
grown in pear and apple orchards, but 
only after the first year. Unrotted manure 
is too heating for young trees, and the best 
manure is that which has been com­ 
posted. What is better, however, is an 
application of wood ashes every spring, 
applied liberally, after the first year, with 
100 pounds of superphosphates in the fall. 
Young trees so treated will thrive, pro­ 
vided the very important work of destroy­ 
ing insects of all kinds is carefully at­ 
tended to.—Philadelphia Record. 
GREAT EXPECTATIONS OF A COW. 
Daniel F. Appleton, of New York, 
proprietor of the Appleton farm, in Ip­ 
swich, has a cow which, it is believed, 
will beat the butter-making record of the 
country. The year’s trial will be com­ 
pleted this wee¿. At the end of the fifty- 
first week the record was 931J pounds "of 
butter. The highest previous record in 
this country was by a Kentucky cow,which 
yielded 936 pounds in fifty-two weeks.— 
Quincy Ledc/er. 
FARM NOTES. 
The old and long-established Chester 
white hog still holds a leading position 
among the white breeds of hogs. 
Soak your seed-corn for forty-eight 
hours in a solution made by dissolving a 
pound of bluestone (-ulphate of copper) 
in one gallon of water, 
a preventive of 
rust. 
The value of any kind of fodder is not 
in its quantity, but in the amount that 
is digestible. The quality largely depends 
on the degree of growth when it is cut and 
cured. 
Now that the teams will be busy it is 
important that the harness fits the horse. 
Galls and sores on the horse may be 
avoided by giving some attention to the 
harness. 
Small patches of wheat have been 
grown which produced at the rate of 100 
bushels per acre, yet the average yield of 
wheat in this country does not exceed 12 
bushels. 
. " 
Do not work the horses too steadily at 
first. A horse tiiat has stood in the stable 
all through the winter, doing but little 
work, is in no condition for doing a heavy 
day’s labor. 
If you cannot keep the number of ani­ 
mals yon have on your farm do not try 
to get more land, but sell off a portion of 
the stock. Overcrowding is as injurious 
as too much room. 
_ Dry soils should receive fiat cultiva­ 
tion and damp soils should lie ridged. 
The object, in the first place, is to save as 
much of the moisture as possible, and, in 
the second, to get rid of the excess. 
Alfalfa grows rapidly and should be cut 
as soon as the blue flowers appear. It 
thrives better when cut, and becomes 
thicker. It is fully the equal of red clover 
for stock, and contains a iarger proportion 
of nutriment. 
A correspondent of the Mirror states how 
to avoid rot and scab in potatoes: “Roll 
the land, aud when the potatoes are four 
inches high sow on a mixture of fifteen 
parts of plaster, three parts slaked lime 
and one part of fine salt. 
Variation of the food promotes appetite. 
All animals become disgusted with the 
sameness of food. When food is refused 
tempt the animal with something else. In 
this mauner sickness and loss of flesh may 
be avoided, while the cost mav not be 
necessarily increased. 
Do not plant corn on the same land that 
you grew a crop of corn upon last year. A 
rotation of crops is best. When the loca­ 
tion for corn is changed every year there 
is Jess liability of attack from rust, and the 
soil is not comjielled to perform the same 
duty twice in succession. 
While the weather is drv the roots of 
plants will quickly dry if exposed. It is 
best to pour a little water around the roots 
of plants that are transplanted, as it will 
prevent many of them from wilting. If 
the ground below the surface is quite 
damp, this precaution is not necessary. 
If pullets for next year have not lieen 
hatched, it is time it should be done. If 
the hens do not begin to sit until late, use 
eggs from the Leghorn breed, as such pul­ 
lets grow rapidly and mature before they 
are six months old. The Leghorns are 
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lets grow rapidly and mature before they 
are six montns old. The Leghorns are 
non-sitters, and lay more eggs than manv 
other breeds. 
It is a pleasure with those who live on 


the suburbs of towns and cities to keep a 
few hens. A small tlock will cost but 
little, as the scraps from the table and any 
waste material will provide a large share 
of the food. It is claimed that as many 
eggs are produced in suburban sections as 
on the farms. 
To get a full crop of potatoes use plenty 
of manure or fertilizer. If manure, let it 
be fine and well rotted and applied liber­ 
ally in the rows. If fertilizer be used it 
should be applied in quantity to push the 
plants vigorously and enable the crop to 
produce as much as possible. It does" not 
pay to be too economical in the use of ma­ 
nure or fertiliser. 
Bees, according to Professor A. J. Cook, 
are fond of salt. For this reason thev are 
often seen hovering about urinals. This 
is a sufficient hint for the bee-keeper to 
keep a shallow dish of salt and water 
where the bees can get access to it. Prob­ 
ably clear salt put near them, undercover, 
would draw moisture enough during wqt 
weather and dewy nights for all practical 
purposes. 
J. H. líale, authority on such matters, 
says that the peach grub, commonly called 
peach-borer, has been -destroyed with caus­ 
tic potash made into a strong lye, with the 
addition of lime and carbolic acid, to 
which a little arsenic is added, and some­ 
times a little clay to make it adhere to the 
tree. The earth is drawn away from the 
root of the tree and the mixture is applied 
with a swab. 
"When the farmer churns his milk and 
sells butter he does not deprive his soil of 
fertility. The butter may be fed to swine 
and poultry with profit", but when meat 
and eggs .are sold the fertility of the soil 
goes also. Nothing robs the soil faster 
than selling milk, and unless the farmer 
procures fertilizers or buys a large propor­ 
tion of bran and linseed meal his farm will 
deteriorate in quality. 
If any of our readers have a graft they 
desire to bear early, if they will bend it 
over and tie fast to a branch below it, or 
tie a weight to a string suspended from it, 
the giadual bending of the graft will check 
the growth of it and cause it to put out 
fruit spurs, and an early bearing will re­ 
sult. This plan is only of value where we 
want to quickly test new varieties, and is, 
of course, not intended for orchard use. 
The better the quality of the manure 
the less the cost of handling it. Bulk 
does not give quality, and this is especially 
the case with manure. To haul and 
handle great quantities of unrotted, coarse, 
bulky material costs the labor of both men 
and teams. It is claimed that a ton of 
ordinary stable manure contains only twen­ 
ty-five pounds of fertilizer in the concen­ 
trated form, and it is as expensive to handle 
this twenty-five pounds as it is to handle 
manure twice as valuable. 
It is thought that in the agricultural 
districts botany should be a study in the 
public schools, and that one day in the 
week should be given up to lectures on 
soils, plants, breeds of stock, cultivation, 
fertilizers, etc. Such studies are not unin­ 
teresting to children who are accustomed 
to the farm, and they would quickly com­ 
prehend the lectures from the aid imparted 
by every-day experiences. No doubt such 
studies would be of much benefit to the 
coming generation and lead to better sys­ 
tems of farming. 
HE WON THE BET. 
How Count Ztcby Outwitted the Customs 
Officer. 
The famous Hungarian, Count Zichy, 
who lived on a princely income in Vienna, 
was in his younger days well known alí 
over Europe on account of the bets he 
made and generally won. Once, when 
there was a heavy duty imposed on every 
head of cattle entering the Austrian cap­ 
ital, he made a bet that he would carry a 
lamb duty free through the gate of Vienna, 
aüd^ that the gate-keeper, who acts as im­ 
perial officer, adjusting and receiving the 
duty, would be glad to let him pass. 
Next morning the Count, disguised in 
the clothes of a butcher, his buteher-knife 
in his hand, his shirt-sleeves rolled up, 
and carrying a heavy sack on his shoulder, 
made his way to one of the fashionable 
gates of Vienna, but the watchful officer 
soon espied him. 
“What have you in that sack, fellow?” 
“A dog, sir.” 
“A dog? Dog yourself! Down with 
that sack! I know fellows like you some­ 
times carry dogs in sacks through the 
gates and sell them for mutton in town. 
Down with your sack ! ” 
“But it’s nothing but a dog, and a bad 
dog, too. I will—” 
“Never mind what you will. Down with 
your sack!” 
The officer pulled the sack from the 
supposed butcher’s shoulder, cut the string, 
and, sure enough, out jumped one of the 
biggest dogs in Vienna. The dog rushed 
against the faithful Government servant, 
landed him several steps away in the gut­ 
ter, and then left for parts unknown. After 
him went the young butcher, shaking his 
big knife before the eyes of the frightened 
officer, and exclaiming: 
“I’ll settle you after I catch that dog.” 
About two hours afterward the face of 
the butcher appeared before the raised 
window of the gate window. 
“I have just caught that dog again. 
Would you like to look at him ?” 
“Get away ! Get out, you and your in­ 
fernal dog!” And with a crash the window 
went down, and the smiling butcher en­ 
tered Vienna. 
But no dog was that time in his sack, 
but the fattest lamb that could be found in 
the suburbs of the capital.

SOME QUEER MERCHANTS AND STRANGE 
COMMODITIES. 


Fannie B. Ward's Description of a Com­ 
mercial Center in a South 
American BepubUc. 


LSpecial Correspondence of the Recobd-Umos ] 
G uayaquil, Ecuador, 1890. 
As this is the commercial center of the 
Bepublic—in fact the only place within its 
borders worth mentioning in connection 
with trade—its merchants carry consider­ 
able stocks of goods, some claiming half a 
million dollars worth or more, with an an­ 
nual trade of double that amount. Few 
of them, however, are Ecuadorians, the 
heaviest importers being Chinese. The 
latter have driven so many native dealers 
to the wall, and continue so persistently to 
extend their monopolies that the Legis­ 
lature has lately passed a law prohibiting 
the further immigration of Chinamen to 
Ecuador. 
The Celestial, transplanted in this con­ 
genial soil, does by no means confine him­ 
self to the company of his own countrymen 
and women, as in California and elsewhere, 
but blossoms out as a leader of society, and 
delights to share his wash-tub, opium-] ipe 
and marital attentions with Representatives 
of other nationalities. His several wives 
are generally low-class Ecuadorians, in 
whose veins circulates a regular ollapo- 
drida of Indian, Spanish, negro, and may 
be Anglo-Saxon blood, and whose leather- 
colored skin is not a bad match for his own 
saffron-hued complexion; the main differ­ 
ence in “looks” being in the eyes—those of 
native women being very large, and not set 
in on the bias, as seems to be the fashion 
of the Flowery Kingdom. The offspring 
of this 
POLYGLOT PARENTAGE 
Have not much to show in the way of 
beauty, but are hardly more prepossessing 
than that strange cross between Creeks and 
negroes one sometimes encounters in the 
Indian Territory, who have kinky hair, 
high cheek bones, reddish eyes and flat 
noses. 
The lower floors of the houses along the 
principal streets are used for shops, while 
the merchants and their families, of what­ 
ever nationality, live above them. During 
business hours the entire front of each 
house is removed—partly to allow freer 
circulation of air, the heat being so exces­ 
sive, and also to show off the wares to bet­ 
ter advantage, for these ground floors have 
no windows. 
Ecuador’s exports bear no proportion to 
her real capabilities; and there is no ex­ 
cuse hut laziness for the chronic bank­ 
ruptcy of the country. The shipments of 
cocoa, coffee, India-rubber, hides, chin­ 
chona bark, nuts, vegetable ivory, orchilla- 
weed, sarsaparilla, cancho, tamarinds, etc., 
amount to about §6,000,000 per annum. 
The President asserts that Ecuador im­ 
ports fully §10,000,000 worth a year; but 
as the Government keeps no statistics of its 
commerce one may be pardoned for doubt­ 
ing the truth of his Excellency’s state­ 
ment, which is based merely on the 
amount of duties collected. It hardly 
stands to reason that the most impover­ 
ished and backward country in all South 
America could long continue to purchase 
twice as much every year as she sells. 
Most of the imports come from England. 
The United States furnishes little but lard; 
and all the flour comes from Chile. 
Ecuador is famous for only two things— 
for making the best straw hats and raising 
the finest pineapples in the world; the 
credit for the latter being entirely due to 
Dame Nature, and for the former to the 
native women who weave them. The well- 
known “Panama hats” are all made in 
Guayaquil and the Indian villages along 
the coast, but none outside of Ecuador, 
and this name comes from the fact that 
formerly Panama merchants controlled the 
trade. 
The best hats are made of Toquilla fiber 
(Carludovica palmetto)—an aborescent 
plant, which grows about five feet high 
and resembles the palm. Its yard-long 
leaf is plaited like a fan and the stalk is 
three-cornered. The leaf is cut while 
young, the stiff', parallel veins removed 
and then it is whipped into shreds and im­ 
mersed in boiling water. Afterwards is is 
bleached in the sun. 
Mocora fiber is also used, from a tree 
that grows like a coooannut; but more 
rarely, because difficult to work, as its bark 
is extremely hard and thorny. Its leaves 
are so long that the straws" will finish a 
hat without splicing. Pita fiber—a species 
of cacti—is also much employed. 
THE BEST HATS 
Are woven under water by women who 
kneel beside a stream and keep the straws 
constantly submerged. It requires three 
or four months to make a good hat, and 
when finished it will bring all the way 
from §15 to §150. But it will last a life­ 
time, can lie rolled up and packed away in 
a vest pocket, cleaned as often as required 
and worn either side out, as the inner sur­ 
face is as smooth and well-finished as the 
outer. 
A great many hammocks are also made 
from pita fiber and dried grass. An enor­ 
mous quantity of cocoa is produced, though 
but a fraction of it is gathered, owing to 
the scarcity of laborers. The cocoa of 
Ecuador is second in quality only to that 
of Venezuela, the latter being considered 
the best in the world. Three or four kinds 
are indigenous to this coast, and it is here 
called cacoa, to distinguish it from the 
erythorxvlon cocoa, from which eocoaine 
is made—these all deserving their generic 
title of Theobroma, meaning “food for the 
gods.” 
Perhaps the best grows in the vicinity 
of Esmeraldas, as it has the plea^gntest 
flavor and contains the largest amount of 
oil; but it rots so quickly that little of it 
is exported, The “cocoa de arriba" from 
up the Rio Guavas is most desirable to ex­ 
port, as it keeps two or three years with­ 
out damage. Next in order comes that 
called “cocoa de abajo,” from near the 
river’s mouth—from Santa Rosa, Balao, 
Machala and other places below Guaya­ 
quil. A still richer nut is the mountain 
cocoa, but that is never cultivated. It is 
small, white and almost pure oil; and 
from it “cocoa butter” is made—used by 
the natives for burns, sores, cuts and cu­ 
taneous diseases, and by women the world 
ever for beautifying the complexion. 
THE COCOA TREE 
Resembles our lilac in shape and size, and 
yields three crops of fruit every year—in 
March, June and September. Its flowers 
and fruit do not grow upon twigs, but di­ 
rectly out of the trunk and branches. 
Baron Humboldt said of the cocoa palm, 
“A more striking example of the expans­ 
ive power of life could hardly be met with 
in organic nature.” The fruit is yellowish- 
red, in shape and size not unlike a cucum­ 
ber, and the brown seeds inside of it—the 
“cocoa beans” of commerce—are enveloped 
in a nyiBB of white pulp. 
StraL/e to say, chocolate costs more 
here by half than in the United States at 
retail; probably owing to the fact that 
here it is all cocoa, while its importers 
have learned that pipe-clay is harmless as 
a beverage and greatly increases the 
weight of their so-called chocolate. Spain 
is by far the largest consumer. The Mex­ 
ican word chocolat is the origin of our 
word for the beverage, here pronounced as 
if spelled chalk-o-lat-ah. 
The best chocolate is prepared hr first 
burying the fruit until the pulp is decayed 
and only the beans are left. These are 
roasted and their shells removed. The 
chocolate is then ground between stones 
into a soft mass and poured into molds. 


The melted chocolate is pressed in 
precisely as Northern housewives make 
lelly, till all the oil is expelled. The sedi­ 
ment is then ground very slowly to pre­ 
vent remelting: after being “bolted" is 
ready for use. That there is so little pure 
chocolate in the market is partly owing to 
the great medical value of its oil, which is 
expressed iu the grinding. The consumer 
would better purchase cocoa nibs, if he 
can, which are the crushed beans before 
they have been grouud. 
Cocoa leaves sre also sent from here, but 
the quantity has been greatly diminished 
since Dr. Holler. of Vienna, discovered the 
alkaloid coeoaine; whereupon the English 
Government at once dispatched a commis­ 
sion to transplant the tree in its Indian 
colonies, and now India supplies the world 
with that murderous drug. 
THE COFFEE OF ECUADOR 
Is fairly good, though hut little is ex­ 
ported. It grows on a tree about eight 
feet high, with glossy, dark-green leaves, 
flowers resembling orange blossoms, and 
yellow, green and purple berries all at the 
same time. Each tree yields an average 
of ten pounds a year. 
Another staple of Ecuador is chincona or 
“Peruvian bark." It takes its name from 
the Countess of Chincon, who was cured by 
its use of intermittent fever, in Lima, 
Peru, about the middle of the seventeenth 
century. It was then introduced into 
Europe, and the knowledge of its curative 
powers has spread throughout the earth. 
Comparatively little of it grows in Peru, 
except near the northern border. 
That familiar medicine, quinine—an 
alkaloid made from Peruvian bark—was 
discovered in 1820. The same bark has 
been found to contain several other alka­ 
loids, but none as important as quinine. 
In some countries it is almost as necessary 
a provision as food, aud no traveler will 
venture into a malarious region without it. 
In Ecuador there are twenty-two varieties 
of trees that produce the bark from which 
quinine is made, but many of the most 
valuable are now nearly extinct, owing to 
the reckless way in which they were 
stripped. They flourish not only on the 
slopes of the Andes, but equally well in 
Java, India, Algeria, Mexico, the United 
States, aud wherever they have been trans­ 
planted. 
CHINCONA COLLECTORS. 
Are now obliged to go far into the forest in 
search of trees, and suffer mauy hard­ 
ships in pursuing the industry. Mr. 
Knox, the author, tells of a Quitó gentle­ 
man, who asserted that he had seen a chin­ 
cona tree sixty feet high, six feet in di­ 
ameter, which" yielded 2,000 pounds of 
green bark, or about 1,000 pounds when 
dry. Another tree that he saw gave 
§3,000 worth of quinine. Such trees are 
rare nowadays, but a few of them would 
make one’s fortune, considering the rate 
at which quinine is retailed per grain, and 
the enormous quantity consumed. 
Ecuador furnished an endless variety of 
tropical fruits, especially in the vicinity of 
the Guayas river, which are brought 
down to passing steamers on balsas, an odd 
sort of raft, made by lashing half a dozen 
balsam logs together and flooring them 
with split bamboo. These highly original 
crafts are about the most picturesque ob­ 
jects to be seen on the river, and having 
been invented by the ancient Peruvians, 
are precisely the same to-day as those that 
met the eyes of Pizarro and his gang, 
more than 350 years ago. Baleam wood is 
as light as cork, and remains a long time 
in the water without any tendency to ab­ 
sorption. The rafts vary in size, the logs 
in some being longer and more numerous 
than in others. They are the homes of a 
considerable “floating population,” most of 
them having a hut on top, whose dried 
thatch looks in the distance like 
A WANDERING HAYSTACK. 
This forms the sole roof tree and habita­ 
tion of the owner and his family, who 
spend their lives contentedly on the" water, 
literally sharing bed and board with the 
household pets, to which all are addicted— 
black pigs, fowls, dogs and monkeys. 
When a steamer anchors anywhere along 
the coast of Ecuador, always, of necessity, 
away out from shore, it is presently sur­ 
rounded by these balsas, each loaded" with 
strange dressed or nearly naked natives of 
swarthy hue, clamoring to sell fruits, mon­ 
keys, melons, parrots or specimens of 
wretched pottery. As mentioned in a pre­ 
vious letter, the lower decks of the steam­ 
ers that ply these waters are open, and 
used as a sort of general store-house for all 
manner of commodities, from cattle to 
precious metals. Proceeding on its south­ 
ward way, it gradually becomes packed to 
the roof with an odd collection of good­ 
ness knows what in the line of fruits, in 
small stacks, each the property of a differ­ 
ent individual, who goes all" the way to 
Valparaiso and back, a voyage of fifty-four 
days, in order to dispose of it to whoever 
may come on board to buy at intermediate 
ports. Many of these itinerant traders are 
women, and they sleep on top of their 
stores of oranges, pineapples, bananas, etc., 
regardless of the scorpions, vipers or other 
vermin that may be lurking in the yellow­ 
ing heaps. Every comerciante has a"travel­ 
ing companion in the person of a parrot or 
monkey, which sleeps at her side and eats 
out of the same dish, until sold. On this 
side of the continent, a fairly respectable 
monkey can be bought for about §7; but 
we intend to defer any investments in that 
line of goods until the Amazon country is 
reached, where these strange creatures 
that mock humanity flourish at their best, 
or worst. 
THE RIVER FRONT 
Of Guayaquil presents a lively scene ail 
the year around, while the rest "of the city 
locks, by comparison, like “some banquet- 
hall deserted." 
British steamers from 
Panama and Payta arrive once a week, 
aud Chilean steamers twice a month, 
while Yankee steamboats run regularlv 
up and down the river; half a dozen sail­ 
ing vessels, principally French, are always 
lying in the harbor, and hundreds of dug- 
outs, rafts and canoes are constantly glid­ 
ing to and fro. But the balsas are most 
attractive to the stranger, and his curiosity 
never flags as to what their varying cargoes 
may be. 
Many contain nothing but 
guavas, figs, mangoes, papayas and other 
tropical fruits never seen in the North; 
others are laden with fish, of strange spe­ 
cies known only to Spanish epicures; others 
bring ice, away down from the distant 
peak of Chimborazo, which sells in the 
city for §1 per pound, and when a flag is 
hoisted over a favorite cafe, it announces 
that snow has arrived from the mountains 
and ice-cream can be had. Other balsas 
are loaded with water, in jars or barrels, 
brought from a point twenty miles up the 
river out of reach of the'brackish tide. 
The cries of the half-naked boatmen, 
“Pescadoes!" (fish) “Naranjas!” (oranges) 
“Pihas !” (pineapples) etc., are as charac­ 
teristically a part of the morning scene as 
the sunshine itself.’ 
Still more interesting is the bray of the 
water-bearing donkeys as they trot through 
the streets selling the indispensable liquid, 
for there is not a drop of fresh water in the 
locality. Each beast is laden with two 
casks, or enormous earthenware jars, slung 
one on each side of him in a sort of raw­ 
hide frame. Though one sees many men 
and women on the streets pretty milch un­ 
clothed and children entirely so, the don­ 
keys all wear the fnnniest-looking panta­ 
lettes, not from motives of modesty but to 
protect their limbs and bellies from the 
attacks ot the gadfly, whose sting is like 
the puncture of a red-hot darning needle. 
Bread, as well as water, is peddled about 
the streets, unprotected from dust or other 
contamination, on uncovered trays toted on 
the heads of ragged, dirty and bare-footed 
men, who usually 
ECONOMIZE 
Their greasy hats by placing them on top 
of the load. In the streets are many small 
booths, where Yankee notions are for sale. 
The shoemaker puts his bench out on the 
curbstone; the tailor runs his American 
sewing machine on the sidewalk, and keeps 
his sizzling “goose” on the doorstone. 


In the indescribably poor and filthy 
market-plaza the smallest of sales are con­ 
ducted by Indians women, each dressed 
only in a short, scant and very dirty calico 
skirt and an eztreruely decollette chemise; 
while their lords and masters swallow the 
few pennies they can earn in the shape of 
chichi. If it happens that either sex de­ 
sires to make a change of raiment—which 
is seldom done for purpose of cleanliness, 
but only when the vermin become tinliear- 
able—he or she is not iu the least embar­ 
rassed or hampered by the presence of 
lookers-on, but calmly proceeds to disrobe 
in the public square. 
There is another article of Ecuador’s 
commerce which, though not reckoned in 
any market reports is worthy of especial 
notice, viz: 
HUMAN HEADS, 
Dried and pressed to about the size of 
your fist, each wearing the most life-like 
expression upon the perfectly preserved 
features. Most of the faces are elabóratele 
tattooed and all have long, black hair; the 
lips sewn together with fibres twisted into 
coarse twine, hanging down over the chin 
in heavy fringe like that in a maa-ame 
lambrequin. Centuries ago a tribe ot In­ 
dians living near the northern border of 
Ecuador used to ¡«reserve the crauiums of 
their dead in this manner. Nobody now 
living knows how it was done, but it is 
supposed .hat the bones were ail drawn 
out. bit by bit, through the neck and then 
the head was buried in the hot, dry sand 
until it shrank away to oue-fourth its 
former size and became perfectly pre­ 
served. As household adornments these 
gruesome recuordos of 
DEAD FOLK 
Are certainly not handsome, but they are 
very curious, especially since the art of 
preparing them has long been lost and the 
sewed-up lips tell no secret-. They used 
to bring about §16 a piece, but now com­ 
mand all the way from §100 to §500 and 
are very scarce at that. Years ago the 
Eucadorian Government put a stop to this 
sale, as it was learned that some modern 
Indians, instead of dealing exclusively in 
the brain-pans of their defunct ancestors, 
actually made a business of preparing fresh 
ones for the market! Since long-haired 
ones sold for the highest price, they took 
especial care of the capillary adornments 
of their wives ami daughters with a view 
to cutting their heads off one by one. 
There is no doubt that this traffic in’dried 
heads cost many lives, for the price paid 
by museums aud curio-hunters was enough 
to set an Ecuador Indian up in afflueuce 
for all the rest of his days, eouid he man­ 
age to judiciously market his superfluous 
children and relatives.

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THE SNAKE FAMILY. 


LEADING SPECIES MET IN THE OLD 
AND NEW WORLD. 
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(From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.J 
There are in America, north of Mexico, 
about 130 species of snakes, nearly all 
widely distributed in a geographical sense. 
They comprise the first order of the rep­ 
tiles. 
T heir eyes have no lids, but are 
covered by a film that gives the peculiar 
stare so disagreeable. 
The bones are 
arranged to allow the greatest flexibility, 
many species having over 400 joints, work­ 
ing on a ball-and-socket plan, in the back­ 
bone, each, excepting the first, supporting 
a pair of ribs. 
The processes of the ver­ 
tebra1 are provided with w hat are called 
articular facets, th at lock into or grasp 
each other, thus strengthening and giving 
a greater degree of flexibility to the back­ 
bone. 
In the head, however, is the most 
rem arkable modification, th at enables the 
snake to prey upon anim als th at seem 
larger than itself. 
The jawbones would 
seem to be a combination of elastic springs 
having no gauge to their tension; thus the 
quadrate lxmes th at connect the lower jaw 
with the skull are movable, allowing the 
enormous gape that all who have seen a 
snake swallow its prey are fam iliar with. 
Be-ides this, the bones of the jaw itself 
and palate are more or less movable, also 
tending to assist greatly in the distension 
of the throat. 
As the snakes do not tear or m utilate 
their prey, their .teeth are not set in sock­ 
ets, and are merely for two nurposes; first, 
to tioison and stupefy the prey; and sec­ 
ond, to prevent its escape, acting as hooks 
by which the body is hauled over the vic­ 
tim. 
These holding-teeth are developed 
on the i alatine, m axillary, pterygoid and 
m andibular bones, and in some cases on 
the prem axillaries. 
T heir action is most 
rem arkable. 
The bones of the lower jaw 
are not fastened closely to each other, so 
in swallowing prey the teeth on one side 
are advanced, securing a hold, then on the 
other side, and so on, until the victim is 
hauled into the snake’s throat overhand, 
as if so many hooks were alternately pull­ 
ing at it. 
The poisonous snakes, as the rattle­ 
snakes, have two long, sharp fangs, that 
are modifications of the m axillary teeth 
referred to above; each appearing as if 
flattened out like a knife-blade and bent 
up. forming a hollow tube, or groove, open 
at both ends. 
The upper portion of the 
hollow fang is fastened to a bone in the 
cheek which moves with ease, so that 
when not in use the fangs can be folded 
back—packet!' away, so to speak—until 
needed. 
Undoubtedly all animals, even man, 
have in their saliva a deadly poison, 
though in the latter it is extrem ely di­ 
luted, and of use only in assisting the di­ 
gestion of the food. 
In the poisonous 
snakes, however, it is accumulated in 
glands on each side of the upper jaw. 
A 
delicate canal extends from the poison- 
glaud under the eye forward to the edge of 
the jaw, and there opens into the fang 
above the tube of the tooth, where are 
rudim entary fangs, all ready to grow out 
if the large one is lost. 
To use the {>oison 
the snake has merely to strike its prey, the 
jaw being so arranged that as soon as the 
fang enters the flesh of the victim certain 
muscles press upon the'glands, squeeze the 
poison through the little canal down 
through the hollow fang, and the work is 
done. 
In their actions snakes are most grace­ 
ful. 
The gliding motion is effected by the 
movements of the large or ventral scales, 
that are successively pushed forward, the 
hinder edges resting on the ground and 
forming a support. 
These scales, fulcra, 
or pushers are fastened to the ribs by mus­ 
cles, and by holding a snake the swelling 
movement can readily be felt. 
The inter­ 
nal anatomy of snakes is interesting on 
many accounts, but perhaps the most strik­ 
ing feature is the want of symmetry in the 
organs that in many animals are generally 
paired; thus, the lung proper is single, 
long and large, while the other is ex­ 
tremely small and rudhnentarv. 
The young of snakes are produced in 
three ways, though two are nearly identi­ 
cal. 
Some are oviparous, or lay eggs that 
are generally connected and deposited un­ 
der moist vegetation, where they are 
hatched by the heat generated. 
The most 
remarkable egg-laying snake is the X atrix- 
torquata, of Europe, where the embryo 
develops befoie the egg is laid, the young 
only being hatched two months after it is 
deposited. 
A few snakes, as the vipers, are 
viviparous; that is, bring forth their young 
alive. 
Such is, according to Schneck, the 
spotted spreading adder, in a female of 
which he found eighty-seven young, six 
inches long. 
O ther snakes are ovovivipa- 
rous, the snake retaining the egg in the 
body until the young are hatched. 
In color the snakes vary much, but are 
generally adapted to their surroundings, 
the green snakes being found in green 
grass and vegetation, while the 
gray 
snakes frequent rocky districts, where they 
are alike protected. 
The skin is shed in 
one piece at various seasons of the year, 
being forced oft' in some cases by the snake 
forming a ring with its tail and squeezing 
the rest of the body through it, or by 
wriggling though the bushes. 
The poison­ 
ous snakes may always be recognized by 
their broad, flattened heads, and generally, 
short and thick bodies. 
They also, as a 
rule, possess a vertical keel running along 
the center of each scute. 
The non-poison- 
ous snakes have long bodies, with the head 
small, no distinct neck, and the scute not 
keeled. 
Probably the best known of the com­ 
mon poisonous snakes are the rattlesnakes, 
th at with the moccasins and copperheads 
form the dangerous family Vrotalidce, dis­ 
tinguished by the large ugly head and the 
absence of teeth in the upper jaw except­ 
ing the long fangs, and the pit in the head. 
Thev are all viviparous; that is, the egg is 
retained in the female until it is hatched, 
the young then being expelled alive. 
W hat is called the N orthern rattlesnake, 
or Crotalus horridm, has probably the 
widest geographical range, being found in 
^ a r ly every State in the Union, from the 
borders of the G ulf of Mexico to northern 
New England, and west to the Kockv 
M ountains. 
It has a most formidable ap- 
• pearance, and never could be mistaken 
when once seen, having an enormous head, 
triangular in shape, and large, brilliant 
eyes, with a fiery iris. 
Between the eye 
and the nostril is a deep nit that is pe­ 
culiar to this family of snakes. 
The gen­ 
eral color is ash, w ith bands and patches 
of reddish-brown and gray, the abdomen 
being a reddish straw color, dotted with 
black. 
They attain a length of about four 
feet. 
' , 
, 
As the name indicates, they have a rat­ 
tle that is a horny appendage to the tail, 
formed of separate button-like objects that 
rattle together when the tail is vibrated. 
This often warns human beings, and per­ 
haps arouses a cariosity in other animals 
that proves fatal. 
The popular belief thstt 
a rattle is added every year is not borne 
out by facts. 
The greatest number of rat­ 
tles attained is also uncertain, but spe­ 
cimens have been preserved with twenty- 
one. 
Unless 
provoked, the rattlesnake is 
peaceably disposed, and has never been 
known to follow man for attack. 
They 
prey utxm small animals, as rats, squirrels 
and* rabbits, and can always be safely ap­ 
proached when stretched out, only strik­ 
ing when they' are coiled. 
They are not 


climbers, rarely, if ever, being found in 
trees, and their alleged powers of fascina­ 
tion are purely mythical, this lying merely 
in the horror their presence inspires in 
the lower animals, as well as in man. 
Paralyzed by fear, the victim is often in­ 
capable of flight, and stupidly awaits its 
fate. 
These dangerous snakes aie extrem ely 
common in New York State, and especially 
in the mountainous and secluded parts of 
Pennsylvania. 
On the shores of Lake 
Champlain they are also very abundant, 
and some years ago two men, in three 
days, destroyed over 1,100 rattlesnakes on 
the sides of Tongue m ountain, in Bolton 
township. N. Y. 
One of the vagaries of 
fashion is to have card-cases, bags, belts, 
pocketbooks, etc., of the rich skins of these 
animals. 
1 heir oil is also quite valuable, 
as well as the living snakes themselves for 
museums. 
So an extensive business is 
now carried on, and many men are engaged 
as professional rattlesnake hunters. ~ 
Especially in Sullivan and Ulster coun­ 
ties is this curious business followed; and 
snug sums are made every year in the sale 
of rattlesnake oil, which is believed to pos­ 
sess wonderful curative powers by a large 
proportion of the inhabitants of not only 
tho-e but of adjoining counties. 
Many 
snakes are killed during the summer sea­ 
son, but the grand gathering of the crop is 
in the foil, when they have returned to 
their dens and wintering places. 
These 
retreats are well known to the snake- 
hunters, and they choose sunny days in 
October and November for raiding them. 
On such days the reptiles crawl out of 
their dens in the rocks and huddle to­ 
gether by the score, different varieties fre­ 
quently being found massed together. The 
snakes are dull and sluggish at that time 
of the year, and come out to bask in the 
sun. 
The hunters arm themselves with 
the old-fashioned flails, and when they 
come upon a pile of snakes proceed at 
once to thrash the life out of them, but 
few escaping. 
The rattlesnakes are assorted from the 
other species and carried home, where the 
oil is tried out as lard is from pork. 
No 
treatm ent of the oil is necessary. 
It is 
bottled up and is ready for the m arket. 
As high as >'1 an ounce has been paid for 
it by uelievers in its value as a linim ent 
for rheum atism an 1 all kindred ills. 
In 
the winter months these snakes enter upon 
a state of hibernation, burying themselves 
in the ground, entwined or singly, coming 
out in early spring. 
A strictly Southern species of the rattle­ 
snake is the ’’diamond,” found on the 
A tlantic coast south of the Carolinas. 
It 
grows to a length of eight feet. 
In tne 
same locality is found the ground rattle­ 
snake, about thirteen inches lonir. 
Others 
are the red, M itchell’s, horngd, “side­ 
winder,” tiger, St. Lucas, banded, Arizona, 
spotted scutnlated, confluent and the back- 
tail rattlesnakes, all of the genus crotalus. 
In the genus candisjna are found the Mex­ 
ican ground, the Southern ground, the 
Sonora ground, and the black rattlesnake 
—a ferocious array. 
The bite of nearly 
all of these is extremely dangerous, though 
in the sm aller it is not necessarily fatal. 
Almost all animals succumb to them, and 
man, if proper remedies are not at hand. 
It is a general belief th at the hog is 
ex em p t; 
but this is at least not the rule, 
and where these reptiles are common these 
animals are often killed by them. 
It is stated that De Lacerda, of the 
French Academy of Sciences, has estab­ 
lished the fact th at pcrraaganate of potash 
is the best antidote to the poison of snakes. 
The experiments were exhaustive and 
deemed satisfactory 
The scientist injected 
the active venom of a deadly >nake, 
diluted with distilled water, into’the cell­ 
ular tissue and veins of a dog, and tound 
that the antidote stopped the manifesta­ 
tions of venom injuries. 
The experiments 
were made in the presence of the Em peror 
of Brazil aud a large company of scientists, 
and the fortunate experim enter has been 
decorated by the Em peror for his valuable 
discovery. 
Certain rules should be observed in case 
of snake-bites, and perhaps will not be 
out of place if recorded here. 
G enerally 
the wound d i' -mines the character of the 
snake; thus, i the marks left by the teeth 
are arraugec. in two lines of punctured 
wound, there is no need of anxiety, as the 
snake is not poisonous; but if the wounds 
are two punctures, remedies should be im ­ 
mediately applied, as in nine cases out of 
ten the animal is venomons. 
The follow­ 
ing is the treatm ent to lie adopted • (1) If 
the wound is on the arm or leg, two liga­ 
tures should be made above it as tightly 
as possible, thus preventing the alisorption 
of the poison; (2i the wounds should be 
im mediately opened to the .depth of the 
puncture, so th a t the blood may readily 
flow, and for this purpose apply hot water, 
if at hand; (3) the wound should be 
sucked immediately, either by the patient 
or some one else, or cupping-glasses, if at 
hand, applied; (4) wash the wound with 
ammonia, and rub the vicinity with i t ; 
cauterize with a red-hot iron or sulphuric 
acid, butter of antimony or nitrate of sil­ 
ver—all these are good if used imme­ 
diately ; (5) take large doses of ammonia, 
one. two or three wineglasses of the eau- 
de-luce; if this cannot be had, take from 
one to six glasses of brandy or whisky at 
short intervals, or sufficient to bridge over 
the prostration, as for this it is th at whisky 
is used—it is not in itself an antidote; (6) 
mad-stones, or charms, etc., are only to be 
used in case the patient wishes to die. 
Of all the poisonous snakes of this 
country the copperhead (Ancistrodon con- 
tortrix) is the most dreaded. 
It is also 
known as the cotton-moutb, moccasin and 
red-eye in the South. 
It is common from 
the Catskill region to the G ulf States. 
It 
attains a length of two feet ; is of a hazel 
hue, the head having a bright coppery 
luster. The copperhead conceals itself in 
shady spots in meadows of high grass, 
feeding upon small animals, and rarely at­ 
tacking large animals unless stepped on. 
In this way horses are sometimes killed by 
them . 
The mother copperhead has also 
been observed to take its young in its 
mouth when danger threatened them 
The water moccasin (Ancistrodon visciv- 
orm), from its pugnacious disposition, is 
also much dreaded. 
W hile the rattle­ 
snake will slink away from danger, the 
moccasin will attack man or brute with 
savage ferocity, and thus is treated with 
respect by the negroes of the South. 
It is 
found from the neighborhood of the Pedee 
river to the Uulf States, and to some ex­ 
tent in the Mississippi valley ; while an­ 
other species—the 
A ncistrodon piecirorut 
rntguai—is found in Texas, and called the 
Texas moccasin. 
But the stronghold of 
the moccasin is in the vast swamps of 
southern Florida, where the members of a 
recent expedition state that they exist in 
enormous numbers, having to be pushed 
aside as they advanced, and crawling into 
the boats and canoes at night. 
They are 
essentially water-snakes, 
chasing 
fishes 
and small reptiles in the streams of the 
rice plantations. 
They may be recognized 
by the dark-brown colors on the upper por­ 
tion of the head and the yellowish line 
extending from the snout to or over the 
nostril. 
They rarely attain a length of 
over twenty inches, and are stout in pro­ 
portion. 
In Tennessee one specimen of a mocca­ 
sin—A. atro/'uscué—commonly called high­ 
land moccasin, was found in 1S33, and has 
never been seen since, so it would appear 
that there are three species of these rep­ 
tiles. 
The latter is now in great demand 
by naturalists. 
One of the most beautiful snakes found 
in the United States, venomouSj but not 
necessarily fatal in its bite, is the bead 
snake t,E laps). 
It has permanently erect 
poison fangs, but is extremely mild in its 
disposition. 
The coloring of this harle­ 
quin, as it is sometimes called, is exceed­ 
ingly rich, the principal color being red, 
with seventeen broad black rings, each 
bordered with yellow. 
It ranges from Vir­ 
ginia to Arkansas, four other species being 
known in Florida and Texas. 
In South 
America they are extremely dangerous. 
They are generally found under ground, 


often being hoed up by the hands working 
at sweet potatoes. 
" 
” 
One of the commonest of the non-poison- 
ons snakes is the striped or common garter 
snake (Eutcenia sirtalis), ten species of 
which are known in the United States. In 
early spring they are almost the first of 
the reptiles to roll out of their holes, 
where rhey have been hiding in balls or 
clusters. 
Though easily aroused, and striking 
quickly, their bite is little more than a 
scratch. 
In the spring they are always 
hungry. 
The garter-snake is remarkably 
prolific, and in the spring their numbers 
about pools are somewhat astonishing. 
The eoachwhip-snake (Masticophis), a 
long, slender form, of the Southern and 
Gulf States, from its attenuation and rapid 
movements, has been vested with remark­ 
able powers by the credulous. 
The Indi­ 
ans formerly asserted that it had the power 
of cutting its antagonist in twain by its 
whip-like motions; others thought that it 
formed itself in a wheel by holding its tail 
in its mouth and rolling away. 
Many of 
these curious fables are still believed in 
the South. 
_ The hog nosed snake, or blowing adder, 
is common in the Eastern States. 
I t is a 
speckled, glittering, disagreeable looker, 
but is perfectly harmless. 
The green snakes, common in the.South, 
are attractive as such things go. They are 
just the color of a vine, and are easily over­ 
looked. 
Allied species, further to the 
south, have beeu seen to leap 20feet in the 
air, falling to the ground and escaping. 
They are perfectly harmless, and, like the 
common green snake of the N orth, can be 
handled with im punity, are easily tamed, 
feeding from the hand. 
A lady once ap­ 
peared in public w ith three such pets — 
one about her neck as a necklace, the 
others clasped about her wrists as brace­ 
lets. 
The water snake (Nerodia sipedon) is an 
extrem ely common form in the Eastern 
United .States; and an allied form, known 
as the red-bellied water-snake, is common 
in Michigan, while several other species 
are well known in various localities. They 
are inoffensive creatures, and prey upon 
small animals. 
In Ohio they are* quite 
common. 
The water-snakes are generally 
found about water-courses, often hanging 
in the branches of trees over streams,"into 
which they rapidly drop. 
Dr. Bell, the 
English naturalist, tamed a 
European 
species of this genus. 
H is pet would dis­ 
tinguish him among a crowd and crawl to 
him, passing into his sleeve, where 
it 
curled up for a nap. 
Every morning it 
came to the doctor’s table for its share of 
milk. 
For strangers it had an aversion, 
flying and hissing at them when touched. 
Among other snakes more or less known 
iu the South is the king snake (Opltiobolus 
gdulus), also called thunder snake. 
They 
are richly mottled, and in Georgia attain 
a length of four feet. 
They are known to 
prey upon other snakes. 
The corn, pine, fox, glass, chain and 
chicken snakes are other varieties more or 
less familiar. 
The corn snake is reddish brown in 
color above and silver w hite below. There 
are reddish spots on the sides. 
The 
greatest length is six feet. 
It is a night 
prowler, aud is credited with being a 
chicken stealer. 
It is seldom found north 
of N orth Carolina. 
The length of the blacksnake, another 
common fellow in this country, is usually 
from four to five feet, but has* been known 
seven. 
It is given to coiling about its 
prey, th at consists of mice, frogs, young 
birds and eggs, and will not hesitate to 
wind around the leg of any daring boy 
bringing it to bay in close quarters. 
It* is 
bold, but its bite is harmless. 
It often 
engages in battle with the rattlesnake, and 
usually proves victor by squeezing,its an­ 
tagonist to death. 
The viper is an Old W orld venomous 
snake, distinguished from the American 
rattlesnake by the absence of the latter’s 
rattles and lack of pits on the sides of the 
head. 
There are about twenty species, 
especially abounding 
in 
Africa. 
The 
European variety is also called the adder. 
Its extrem e length is about two feet, the 
general color yellowish, or olive brown, 
with a double row of black spots along the 
back. 
*1 he eyes are small and brilliant. 
•It is the only poisonous snake found in 
G reat B ritain, but the venom is seldom ' 
fatal if ordinary remedies are applied j 
without delay, although causing pain and 
sickness. 
The viper does not try to escape 
an enemy like a common snake, but coils 
up and faces the intruder for business. 
The cobra de capello, sometimes called 
the hooded snake, is a venomous resident 
of the East Indies. 
It is armed with 
poisonous fangs, but has a gentle and not 
unpleasing appearance, and is really docile 
by nature. 
The dilation of the neck is 
caused by the moving forward of the ribs 
extending to about the tenth vertebra. 
The general color is brownish yellow 
of 
various 
degrees 
of 
brightness. 
The length is from three to four feet. 
When offended or attacked, it lifts it­ 
self more than half erect, supporting the 
swaying body by the tail. 
In this posi­ 
tion it looks very threatening. The poison 
is extremely dangerous, though not as 
virulent as that of the rattlesnake. 
It 
rarely ever bites unless stepped upon or 
provoked. 
The boas are the largest of the serpents. 
They are without poison, but being of tre­ 
mendous muscular power they crush large 
animals in their folds and swallow the bodies 
whole. 
Of the family the python is the 
largest representative, and has the pecul­ 
iarity of laying its eggs in a pile and cov­ 
ering them in coils.

The Congo snake, that does not really 
belong to the family, but to the batrachian, 
is found in the south and southwest.

has a snake-like look, grows nearly three 
feet long, and is considered by the col­ 
ored people as highly poisonous.

in ditches and muddy waters, eats small 
fish and insects, and is harmless.

THE 
STORY 
OF 
A RUSSIAN ROYAL 
FAMILY. 


Some days ago we spoke of the rem arka­ 
ble poetic address of Constantiue, a Rus­ 
sian Grand Duke, to the young men of 
Russia, in which he invited them to revo­ 
lution and the overthrow of the Czar. 
It 
was rem arked at the tim e that such ex­ 
pression from one of the Im perial family 
is more significant than it made by one 
not related to the Czar. 
It was Tolstoi 
who declared th at “the importance of a 
m an’s deeds are magnified in equal ratio 
to the cube of his social elevation.” 
It 
will be interesting therefore to learn just 
who Constantine is and what his relations 
are to the Czar, and when we have ascer­ 
tained the tacts we will discover that it is 
not because he has such a sym pathetic 
heart for the oppressed of Russia that he 
lam ents their woes in verse, as that he 
hates the Czar for personal reasons and 
that this hatred is intensified by a feud 
of long standing between the two branches 
of the family. 
The Grand Duke Constantine Constan- 
tlnovitch is a son of Constantine Nicolae- 
vitch, who was the brother of A lexander 
II. and son of the Czar Nicholas. 
A lex­ 
ander was the eldest son. 
H is father be­ 
came heir to the throne by the abdication 
of rights as heir apparent on the part of 
Constantine Pavlovitch, brother of A lex­ 
ander I., in favor of Nicholas, who became 
Czar. 
After this abdication Constantine 
N icolaevitch was born. 
It will be -een, 
therefore, that the father of the revolu­ 
tionary poet of to-day, though the second 
son of Nicholas, was the first son born 
after Nicholas became heir-apparent. 
Be­ 
cause of this fact he and his friends held 
that his claim to the succession was supe­ 
rior to that of the elder son. 
Czar Nicho­ 
las. howevsr, would not take this view of 
the case, and the elder accordingly was 
recognized as Czaravitch and in due time 
became Emperor. 
B ut Constautine N ico­ 
laevitch 
cherished 
his 
desire 
for 
the throne and accordingly hated his 
brother, and while his father was still up­ 
on the throne engaged in Polish conspira­ 
cies against him . 
W hen A lexander II. 
was crowned he forgave his brother aud 
sought to engage his unquestioned talents 
in the interests of Russia, and as he had 
broad statesm anlike qualities he made him 
President of the Council of State. 
But it 
was discovered that he was using his place 
to underm ine the Czar, and the latter, at 
the suggestion of his son, the present Czar, 
removed him, and exiled him to his es­ 
tates in the Crimea, near the Im perial 
seat of Livadia. 
W hen the present Czar 
came to the throne the exile was made 
stricter and as rigid as was possible. 
Con­ 
stantine therefore remained on his estates 
and busied him self as a m anufacturer of 
wine. 
Alexander III. is cousin to the children 
of this banished pretender to the imperial 
crown of Russia. 
These children are five 
in number. 
The eldest is Nicholas ; the 
second is the beautiful woman who is now 
the Queen of Greece: the third isth e 
widowed Duchess of Wurtemburg; the 
fourth is the poet so recently made notori­ 
ous for bis Nihilism, who is now branded 
as a traitor to his house. 
H e is 32 years 
old, the husband of Princess Elizal>eth of 
Saxe-Altenbourg, and he has two children. 
The fifth child of Nicholas is the Gnuid 
Duke Dimitry. The poet son inherits his 
father’s intellectual ability aud 
love of 
politics, and treasures bitterly the “wrongs” 
of his house in being excluded from the 
succession. He was early famous as a poet, 
but lately his writings became so open in 
their assault upon the Government and 
the Czar that the authorities were com­ 
pelled to proscribe them. 
Hence the 
Grand Duke prints them himself, as no 
publisher dares to touch them. 
This ac­ 
tion has made the Czar terribly angry, and 
he was recently disposed to send his cousin 
to Siberia, but as the poet has the con­ 
sumption this was abandoned as being too 
Larsh usage. 
The eldest son, brother to the poet, is a 
man of brilliant talents. 
Some years ago 
a beautiful American 
adventuress en­ 
snared him and helped him spend all his 
cash in short order. 
Being finally re-; 
duced to an emptv pnrse and his charmer 
threatening to leave him, the young man 
stole his mother’s jewels, which she had 
placed upon the altar of the palace as 
decorations on the occasion of a fete. This 


larceny and sacrilegious action resulted in 
the title of Grand Duke being stripped | 
from him and he was exiled to Turkestan, 
where he has taken up lauds, introduced 
irrigating ditches, turned sandy plains 
into fertile fields, built a silk factory and 
generally engaged so actively in good 
works that he is esteemed one of the 
greatest benefactors the land has ever had. 
It is to this brother that the Czar now 
proposes to send the poet. 
H e will do 
this as a punishment in the first place, 
and as a benefit to his health in the sec­ 
ond. 
From Turkestan he will find it ex­ 
tremely difficult to fulminate Nihilistic 
thunders in either verse or prose. 
In 
Turkestan the politician finds little sym­ 
pathy, and there is a barrier to communi­ 
cation between the province and Russia 
that is completely under the control of the 
Czar. 
Ey this statement of facts it will 
be easy to understand that Constantine's 
assaults Upon the Czar and his stirring 
poetic appeals to young Russia to rise are 
not so disinterested as may have been 
thought, and that there is some degree of 
sym pathy due the Czar, so far as the at­ 
tacks of his cousin are concerned, who, if 
he were not at personal enmity with A lex­ 
ander III., would probably be as bitter an 
absolutist as the most tyrannical of auto­ 
crats. 


A WORTHY INAUGURATION. 


In England, at the j|ose of all public, 
entertainm ents in theaters, halls and parks, 
and at the conclusion of all public meet­ 
ings where an orchestra or band is em­ 
ployed, “God 
Save 
the 
Queen,” the 
English national anthem, is invariably 
played. 
The strains of th at melody are 
the last concerted sounds to reach the ears 
of the auditor as he leaves the place. T his 
has been the custom in England for a cen­ 
tury or more, and is as much a part of the 
English assembly as the constituents o^ 
the gathering. 
The English have another 
beautiful custom—whenever the national 
anthem is sung, the audience rises. 
In 
America we sit stolidly throughout the 
singing of American hymns. 
The English 
custom is in every sense commendable. 
It 
is on a par with the spirit that is now 
manifest to have the American flag floated 
over all buildings of a public character. 
The custom of the English stim ulates 
patriotism , softens political antagonisms 
and cultivates a praiseworthy pride. 
In 
this country we have not, strictly speak­ 
ing, a national anthem . 
“America” is but 
an im itation. 
“H ail Columbia” is too 
m artial, lacks rich melodies, and is ill 
adapted to be sung by the m ultitude. The 
nearest thing th at we have to w hat is de­ 
sired is the 
“Star-Spangled 
Banner.” 
T hat has most of the elements of a na­ 
tional anthem . 
U nfortunately it requires 
too much vocal effort, as it involves too 
high a register for’the voices of a mixed 
a-sembly. 
But as an orchestral or band 
piece it is level w ith the “Marseillaise,” 
and infinitely 
superior 
in inspirating 
quality to “God Save the Queen.” 
We 
may say, therefore, th at the “Star-Span* 
gled Banner” is the American national 
anthem . 
On the 5th instant, in the City of New 
York, a movement was inaugurated that 
we trust will continue, and never be de­ 
parted from. 
The managers of all the 
leading theaters and halls in the city 
agreed th at on and after th at date, at the 
conclusion of all performances in their 
establishments, where an orchestra is in 
attendance, the 
“Star-Spangled Banner’’ 
shall 
be 
played 
w ithout 
indifference 
on the part of the players and w ithout 
omission of any portion of the hymn, as 
the audience 
retire. 
On the evening 
referred to the new order went into effect 
with entire success, and the audiences all 
applauded. 
* 
We hope to see a similar order adopted 
in California communities. 
It can result 
only in good. 
It is not merely a matter of 
sentiment, but one of as strong reason as 
the movement to have the Stars and 
Stripes floated over all school-houses. We 
believe in the material effect of mnsic as a 
means to education, and that by national 
anthems, airs, marches and glees the love 
of country is cultivated greatly. 
We 
hear all too little of national airs, but the 
people can be educated to a demand for 
them at public gatherings, as a tribute to 
the unity of the American nation, and 
they can be brought to that love for the 
observance of the exercise that the En­ 
glish manifest. 
In the name of patriotism we ask> 
therefore, that the managers of public 
entertainments in this State give “Little 
Annie Rooney” a rest, as & “curtain” selec­ 
tion ; that 
they permit even “Home, 
Sweet Home” to enjoy the sweets of 
privacy for which it is best adapted, and 
that “Boulanger's March” be relegated to 
the obscurity of the fated man from whom 
it takes its title, in order that at theatrical 
performances, 
bills 
and 
all public 
meetings hereafter the strains of the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” may be the musical 
benediction of the evening. 


ELECTING UNITED STATES SENATORS. 


Senator Mitchell has introduced a bill 
in Congress providing for such modifica­ 
tion of the system of choosing United 
States Senators that they may be selected 
by a direct vote of the people. 
It is not 
probable that the Senator expects the bill 
to receive much attention at this session of 
Congress; nor is it likely that anv change 
will be made in the very early future. 
But the fact that the bill has been intro­ 
duced indicates a strong drift of sentiment 
in favor of some change. 
It is unnecessary to repeat the arguments 
for and against modification of the present 
method—it can be safely assumed that the 
majority of the people are conversant with 
them, and well understand the reason that 
actuated the Fathers of the Nation in set­ 
ting up the system. 
But taking up the 
question as a subject of debate in which 
the people feel unusual interest, we repeat 
that the plan suggested a few days ago in 
the R eco rd-U n io n, on the assumption 
that a change will be made and is desira­ 
ble, is superior to that of electiqn by direct 
vote. 
The scheme advised is that -Senators be 
selected by a Senatorial,electoral college in 
each State. 
The idea is that State* should 
be districted in a manner to group common 
interests, and so as to prevent the intro­ 
duction of the “Gerrymander,” for the 
purpose of choosing in each district a given 
nnmber of Senatorial electors. 
These 
electors would then assemble at the Capi­ 


tal of the State and proceed to elect two 
6enators. 
By this system it appears to us there 
would be greater certainty of the true 
will of the people being made effective. 
The thinly settled sections would not be 
placed at the mercy of the more populous, 
while the cefiters of population would not 
be deprived of their due voice in the col­ 
lege. 
To elect by popular vote of the 
whole State may give the election into the 
hands of a very small minority holding 
the balance of power as a third party. 
It 
will certainly tend to give the massed 
population in cities a control that will be 
injurious to rural interests so far as re­ 
pression of expression is concerned. 
The college system will give minorities 
of population and interests, representation 
they cannot have where the election is 
general. 
The money influence, which it 
is charged operates so largely under the 
present system to determ ine the choice, 
will be greatly handicapped by a district 
system of choosing Senatorial electors. 
Moreover, and this is a strong feature of 
th e proposed p lan , the election of legis­ 
lators will l>e divorced from the entangling 
questions th at hedge them about in the 
years when Senators are to be chosen. 
Under the present system the State Senate 
is one-half in each Legislature made 
up of hold-overs, a majority of whom 
m ay not be en rapport w ith the sentim ent 
of the people concerning the cholce,of 
I nited States Senators at the tim e when 
the selection is to be made. 
But by the 
college method the 
representatives to 
choose Senators will always come fresh 
from the people. 
W e are satisfied th at the more this 
proposition is thought over the more 
favorably it will be received. 
Like all 
new propositions it will take some tim e to 
sink into the public mind, but its virtues 
are so manifold and objections to it of such 
m inor importance, compared to the pro­ 
posed election by direct general vote, that 
we 
are 
confident 
the 
scheme 
will 
strengthen in popular favor the more it is 
examined. 


A VALUABLE INVENTION. 


The world of invention is tireless in its 
labors in behalf of hum an interests. 
One 
of its most recent devices is certain to prove 
of greatest service in navigation, and to 
amount to a life-saver. 
Under the present 
system the approach of a ship to shallow 
w ater can only be ascertained, where there 
are no exterior evidences, by the casting 
of the lead, or the use of Sir W illiam 
Thompson’s compact sounding machine. 
But th at is not automatic, for it requires 
the service of three men. 
Even then swift 
ships have to slow down when it is used, 
to avoid danger to the men working it. 
N either will the Thompson machine show 
continuously the depth of water over which 
the ship is sailing. 
Now, however, jomes 
an inventor with a device for use in thick 
weather as a danger signal, and th at is 
equally as useful for taking a single sound­ 
ing at any time or place. 
It is in the form 
of an inverted kite. 
I t is let down with a 
sinker to a given depth, and tows without 
being affected, until shoal water is ap­ 
proached, or a depth less than that meas­ 
ures for the instrum ent. 
The instant th at 
condition is reached and the sinker touches 
bottom, it is released and the kite comes 
to the surface, and simultaneously, through 
its detaining cord, it sounds a warning 
gong upon the deck. 
There is also a dial 
plate operated through the line, th at shows 
the actual vertical depth continuously at 
which the sinker keeps the inverted kite. 
Probably inventive genius has not in this 
age given to navigators a more welcome 
device. 


T h e Democrats are now speculating 
upon the possibility of their controlling 
Congress presently. 
But we do not see 
how they can hope to do so within the 
next five years under the most favoralffe 
conditions for them. 
The Republicans 
now have a larger majority than either 


party has had in Congress for many years. 
If a Democratic tidal wave sweeps over 
the country next year similar to that of 
1874, still the Republicans from 1891 to 
and including 1S93 will have a good work­ 
ing majority in the Senate. 
The hope of 
the Democracy, therefore, to control the 
national Legislature in the near future is 
not well grounded. 
Indeed, how that 
party can accomplish it earlier than 1895 
no one has made dear. 


V e r m o n t is im porting 
colonies 
of 
Swedes to occupy her abandoned farms. 
The Swedes will work the old homesteads 
for a time, but just as soon as they dis­ 
cover why the farms of V erm ont were 
abandoned, they will follow the drift and 
go W est w ith the cheap and fruitful lands 
of which New England soil cannot com­ 
pete. 
The effort to reclaim the Vermont 
lands to the uses of productive industry is 
one th at is creditable to the pride of her 
people as loyal Vermonters, but th at the 
efiort will meet w ith success is improbable, 
because the same conditions th at .*ent the 
Vermont farmer W est, or out of agricult­ 
ure. will prevail in the case of the Swedes. 
They may be willing to work harder, to 
live on less, to be more frugal in all direc­ 
tions, but before long they will tioat to the 
locality where their hard labor and frugal­ 
ity will receive larger rewards. 


T h e American copyright bill has been 
defeated. 
W e do not understand why ; it 
is more than puzzling th at Congressmen 
who are so solicitous about protecting 
American industries should refuse protec­ 
tion to American authorship. 
If the pro­ 
duct of the hand, the result of inventive 
skill, the production of the tiller of the 
%oil should be protected, why should not 
the product of the brain worker? 
There 
Is no such encouragement as there should 
be for American authors, when they labor 
with the certainty th at their work will be 
stolen and republished cheaply in a foreign 
country and the books sent back to Am er­ 
ica to compete with the original issue, 
from which the author must derive a 
royalty or labor for nothing.

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NATIONAL GUARD. 


MILITARY NOTES OF INTEREST TO THE 
GUARDSMEN. 


The Late Annual Review and Drill—Tar­ 
get Practice, Parades, and 
Minor Notes. 


The annual rfeview drill of the city 
troops of the First Artillery took place at 
the Armory Wednesday evening in the 
piesence of a large audience. Companies 
A, B, E and G formed line promptly and 
correctly, with the requisite number of 
men, and they presented a very handsome 
appearance. They were commanded by 
Captain Glas, Lieutenant Kay, Captain Sey­ 
mour and Lieutenant Sheehan, respect­ 
ively. Lieutenant Lloyd acted as Adju­ 
tant, and Colonel Guthrie commanded the 
battalion, assisted by Lieuteuant-Colonel 
McKee. The knowledge of the company 
commanders in battalion evolutions was 
pretty thoroughly tested, and they acquitted 
themselves most admirably. The errors 
made were not glaring ones, and several of 
these were due to a misunderstanding of 
the command given, or they were puzzled 
by changes in the phraseology of the or­ 
ders, which were not in many instances 
given as laid down in Upton’s tac ics. 
This is a serious fault in a drill master, 
as the substitution of one small word for 
another places the company officers at a 
disadvantage, they not quite knowing what 
is intended. The commands given should 
be stated exactly in the prescribed form, 
and if not understood, should be explained 
at length before attempting to execute a 
movement. A merely superficial knowl­ 
edge of tactics wili always be troublesome. 
This will apply to all officers having men 
to instruct ;n military science, exactness in 
detail being of first importance. 
Majors Houghton ar.d Sherburn of the 
Brigade Statf were very active in taking 
notes of the drill, the efficiency of the 
guides, .general conduct of the men, etc. 
The former acted as reviewing officer and 
when arms were presented, the battalion 
commacder, who ranked him. should have 
allowed him to salute first. The first error 
noted was in the review, when instead of 
“Prepare for,” the words “ ‘Pass in’ review, 
rear open order,” were given. Tne review­ 
ing officer in his report criticises the Lieu­ 
tenants of Company G for not saluting 
when passing in review, and Company A s 
men for not wearing gloves. He unmerci­ 
fully scores the file-closers for their 
“ragged” appearance, and suggests that the 
Adjutant or some other officer should look 
after them. This is a habitual complaint 
against the file-closers and has frequently 
been pointeu out. It is singular that these 
officers (Lieutenants and Sergeants) should 
not be able to keep better alligned, and it 
must be attributed to pure carelessness 
The general guides and color-bearer were 
prompt after the first few attempts, and 
particularly the color-bearer, Sergeant An­ 
derson. His wor3t error was in haviDg no 
idea that he should return to the line 
when the color company was about 
to pa9« an obstacle, but one hint was suffi- 
cent. Sergeant-MajorQainn understands his 
duties well and is very neat and soldierly 
in his appearance. The guides of com­ 
panies were not as prompt in preceding 
their companies on the line as they might 
be, from which stricture must be excepted 
Bergeant Ross, the left guide of Company 
E, who was noticeably' effective. Majors 
Sherburn and Houghton also state mat 
“the soldierly bearing of the men, the 
smoothness with which they executed the 
manual of arms and the excellence of the 
marcbiDg and wheeling, demands un­ 
stinted praise.” The cadence of the "side 
step” was entirely too rapid. The step 
should be in the same time as the forward 
or backward step, neither faster nor slower. 
As practiced at present, it is almost as fast 
as “double time.” 
The skirmishing by members from bat­ 
talion front was the most wretchedly exe­ 
cuted of any of the evolutions. The men 
seemed to have no conception of their 
duties as skirmishers, and when Colonel 
McKee ordered them to commence firing 
they stood as if paralyzed, with arms at á 
“carry.” looking from one to the other 
along the lines. They have evidently had 
no instruction in this most important and 
fascinating drill. The matter of remedy­ 
ing this State of affairs should be taken in 
hand by the officers without delay. 
The firing by battalion was also bad. and 
the skirmishers did not understand the 
difference between “assemble" and "rally” 
on the battalion. After the lapse of two 
or tbree seconds the men were very steady 
at “parade rest,” in which position they 
were kept for some little time. The words 
“continue the march” are entirely super­ 
fluous when "fours rigl^t” or "left” or 
“right about” is ordered. It should be 
added only when companies wheel if the 
intention is to move forward after the 
wheel is completed. 
As usually happens, the companies move 
too far to the rear at the command "Right 
of companies rear into column.” Captain 
Seymour wheeled his fours to the right in- 
instead of to the “left about,” when form­ 
ing line from column faced to the rear. 
The fours should wheel towards the point 
of rest. So, too, in closing colnmn on rear 
company, when those marching to the rear 
have got to close colnmn distance, they 
should not be halted before giving the 
command “fours right about.” This is also 
a successive formation, and companies 
shonld be brought to a “support" after 
dressing, notwithstanding instructions to 
the contrary. 
The wheeling by divisions, right by com­ 
panies. and reforming divisions, and the 
formations of single rank by both wings 
simultaneously, were not clearly under­ 
stood at all. These are very simple move­ 
ments, and it is perhaps on account of their 
simplicity that the battalion has not prac­ 
tised them lately, hence the confusion. 
The officers seem to understand the diffi­ 
cult evolutions better than the simple ones. 
Perhaps they shonld receive credit for this, 
as going to show that they desired to solve 
the most complex problems first, and leave 
the easy ones for dessert, as it were, or on 
the same principle that a man leaves his 
pie for the filial struggle. Taken as a 
whole, the brigade officers were very well 
pleased with the drill and the appearance 
of the men, and the spectators, who are 
usually quick to see when a thing is well 
done, applauded liberally. The exercises 
occupied nearly two hours' time, ¡with 
scarcely a moment’s rest, but the time 
coaid be shortened by getting the com­ 
panies into position quicker in passing 
from one movement to another. 
The regiment is making preparations to 
go to camp this summer again, and Santa 
Cruz seems to be the favorite ground. 
Orders are out for a parade on Memorial 
Day, May 30th, and also for the first an­ 
nual target practice, which can be held anv 
time in May or June. The high stage o'f 
the river prevents the men from practicing 
at their ranges, and they will probably 
have to shoot on some other grounds, as 
the water will be over the firing points for 
some time to come. 
Company B is preparing for its outing at 
Placerville on May 18th, and the people of 
that enterprising town are making prepara 
tions to receive them on a grand scale. 
Major Sherburn and Lieutenant Robie. 
signal officers on the brigade and regi­ 
mental staffs, are going to create a "panic’ 
on the Fourth of July by mounting them­ 
selves and the Signal Corps on pure white 
horses. Major Sherburn is feeding his 
rosinante (which is partly white now) on 
milk and chalk, so as to have the simon 
pure article. 
Company A is making rapid strides in 
recruiting, with a very eligible class of 
young men, and Captain Glas deserves 
great credit for his management of the 
company's finances, which were in a de­ 
moralized condition when he took charge. 
He had nearly forty men ready to drill 
Wednesday evening when only about 
twenty are required. B. E and G are on a 
solid basis also. C, of Nevada City, is one 
of the b» st companies in the State, and F, 
of Woodland, is just entering on a new era 
of prosperity along with taking possession 
of its new armory. 
Major Presi. Johnson has 7several 
cases of "biles” on hand, and could not 
share in the drill this week. 
Major Weinstock, of the Brigade Staff, 
has returned from his trip East, and is 


ready to put on his war paint for the 
Fourth. 
The boys of the regiment say they will 
not camp at Lake Tahoe, as Major Bird-all, 
01 Auburn, would be sure to attend, and 
when he went to bathe the lake would 
overflow and drown them all. 


DOWN AGAIN. 


A NEW TRIAL. 
Counselor Post Moves for One for Cbarles 
Freem an. 
Yesterday was the date set by Judge 
Van Fleet for passing sentence upon 
Charles Freeman, who had been convicted 
of the murder of Mark Feeney. The pris­ 
oner sat beside his counsell C. N. Post, and 
preserved that remarkable self-control 
which he exhibited throughout his trial. 
The Court-room was filled with people, but 
they were doomed to disappointment in not 
having an_ opportunity to see how Free­ 
man would stand the ordeal of being sen­ 
tenced to the gallows. 
District Attorney Bruner brought the 
matter before the attention of the Court in 
the usual formal way, and Judge Van Fleet 
asked the prisoner if there was any legal 
cause why judgment should not be pro­ 
nounced. 
Mr. Post here arose and informed the 
Court that he desired to make a motion for 
a new trial. He desired that the hearing 
of the argument thereon be fixed for some 
other day, and that the matter of passing 
sentence be continued until the determina­ 
tion ef the motion. 
The 223 oí the present month was there­ 
upon fixed by the Court for hearing the 
argument and passing sentence. 


EFFICIENT FIREMEN. 
They Check a Fierce Fire D uring a High 
TViild-Storm. 
While the southwest gale was at its 
hight, about 3 o'clock yesterday morning, 
an alarm of fire was sounded from box 35. 
The fire was not long in making its where­ 
abouts apparent, as the flames were seen 
breaking from a two-story frame house on 
the west side of Second street, south of L. 
The building was owned by School Di­ 
rector Hop)ey and occupied by Mrs. Mata- 
lese, who conducted a lodging-house.

MRS. VALLA'S DEATH, 
M ysterious H ints Concerning H er Affairs 
—The Inquest To-Night. 
Titere is nothing to be added to the 
Record-Union’b account of the suicide of. 
Mrs. Margaret Valla, as published yester­ 
day, nor has anything occurred to warrant 
a less harsh criticism of the manner in 
which she was left to die in the Receiving 
Hospital, with no attendants beside the 
jailer and one or two police officers. There 
seems to have been an unholy scramble for 
the poor woman's money, while she was 
dying, between her husband and daughter. 
The latter is said to be not over-gifted in­ 
tellectually, and it is therefore possible that 
she has been acting under the influence of 
otner persons. 
The *1,800 which Mrs.Valla was reported 
to nave drawn iront the bank a few days 
ago is still safe. A citizen who resides 
near where she lived, and claims to have 
known all about her family and business 
affairs, hints in a mysterious manner that 
there is a great deal to be told that might 
bear more or less directly on the causes of 
her death; but he was verv careful not to 
reveal anything nimseif. There will prob­ 
ably be a contest between the husband of 
the deceased and her daughter (by a former 
husband) for the possession of her little 
9tore of money, and then the inside history 
of the latter years of the poor woman’s 
life may c-me to light. 
Coroner Clark had intended to hold an 
inquest on the body of Mrs. Valia last 
evening but had not been able to summon 
all the witnesses, and had postponed the 
inquiry until tnis evening.

Helping the Road District*. County Build­ 
ing» to be Painted— Concerning 
the Great Register. 


THERE V/ILL BE MUSIC. 
E nthusiastic M eeting oi the Prom oters of 
O pen-A ir Concerts. 
J here was quite an enthusias’ic meeting 
of citizens at Justice Baker s office last 
evemng for the purpose of making a start 
in the matter of having open-air concerts 
this summer. These concerts have proved 
to be most enjoyable affairs, and last year 
the evenings cn which they were held 
were looked forward to by every one 
pleasure. The crowds that attended were 
tbe best evidence that the concerts were 
popular, aod no doubt many are now anx­ 
iously hoping and waiting for them to 
commence. 
At the meeting held last evening General 
J. G. Martine was chosen Chairman, J. E 
Mills, Treasurer, and Ed. M. Sheehan, 
Secretary. Mr. Mills made a report of the 
money collected and the manner in which 
it was expended last year, and stated that 
tnere was a balance of $20 42 left over, 
which of course will be applied to the ex-’ 
pense account this year. 
After some discussion the following gen­ 
tlemen were appointed an Executive Com­ 
mittee to manage the entire affair : J. B. 
Gilbert. J. G. Martine. Charles Barton, R. 
C. Van Voorhies, J. E. Mills, J. A. Gill and 
E. J. Devlin. The committee will meet in 
a day or so to appoint sub-committees to 
canvass for the necessary funds to manage 
the concerts, and it is expected that the 
merchants, business men and people gen­ 
erally will contribute liberally, so that 
enough money will be subscribed to have 
two concerts each week—one on each Sun­ 
day and another on a week-day evening.

A Good Ordinance. 
The Supervisors yesterday passed an or­ 
dinance to prohibit the shooting of doves 
in this county until the 1st of July. This 
action is well timed, as the birds are in the 
midst of their nesting season on the 1st of 
June. To slaughter the old birds theD is 
not only a cruelty to their young, but in 
the end must result in the extermination 
of the doves entirely. 


The first business transacted at yester­ 
day s session of the Board of Supervisors 
was the adoption of an ordinance, offered 
by Mr. Tebbets, changing the local game 
law so as to prohibit the shooting of doves 
between the 1st day of January and the 
1st day of July ot each year. 
This extends the close season for doves 
one month. 
The demand of E. C. Taylor for $63 for 
work done by order of Overseer Warren, 
in District No. 10, was reduced to $42 and 
allowed. 
The matter of establishing the center of 
the road near the American river bridge 
was referred to the Committee on Road3 
and Bridges. 
On motion of Mr. Tebbets, the sum of 
*305 51 was ordered transferred from the 
general road fund to Road District No. 13. 
The sum of $14 61 was also ordered 
transferred from the general road fund to 
District No. 6. 
These transfers were for the purpose of 
meeting pressing demands against the dis­ 
tricts named. 
W. G. Bryant was, on motion of Mr. 
Tebbets, appointed Poundmaster for Mis­ 
sissippi Township, on giving a bond in the 
sum of $250. 
Mr. Tebbets referred :o the fact that the 
Grand Jury of ¡-st .year had recommended 
the painting of the Court-house and Hall 
or Records, and he moved tfca: the Board 
advertise for bids to paint the same, 
Mr. Gteer thought the B.>ard should ad­ 
vertise for separate bids for the material 
aud the labor. The county should have 
good work done, or none at all. 
The matter was debated at some length, 
anu it was finally decided to advertise, as 
proposed, with the understanding that an 
expert be engaged to supervise the work. 
The following resolution was offered bv 
Mr. Greer: 
Whereas, the Great Register of the countv of 
sacramento has been in use several years, and 
a large number of names hnve accumulated 
thereon » hieh owing to deaths, removals and 
other causes, do not now represent qualified 
e,e*. tors of the county ot Sacramento; aud. 
whereas, under the present law. new precincts 
will have to be established and more poiliner 
places, in order to conform to the law it is 
iherefore declared necessary that there should 
be a re-registration of the electors oi said 
coun.y; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the County Clerk is hereby or­ 
dered to procure a new book or books for the 
regisuation of electors of said countv, to be 
known as the “Great Register of the County of 
sacramento, in which must be registered the 
names oi the qualified electors or the said 
county within the time and in the manner re­ 
quired by Chapter 111 . Article III., Title II.. of 
with i*1*; Political Code of the State of California, re­ 
lating to the registration of electors. 
Mr. Black moved that the matter be laid 
over for one monih, and be referred to the 
Judiciary Committee to report upon. 
The motion was indorsed by Mr. Greer. 
Mr. Bates thought the precipitation of 
the matter at this time was out of place. 
Mr. Black’s motion was adopted. 
Od motion of Mr. Tebbets, the sum of 
*16 25 was ordered transferred from the 
general road fund to District No. 3, to pav 
certain demands. 
’ 
Mr. Bales opposed the transfer, arguing 
that the Overseers would not do their dutv 
in collecting funds if the B.iard continued 
to help them out iu that way. 
The sum of $145 68 was also ordered 
transferred to Road District No. 19 by a 
uuanimous vote 
The sum of $42 was ordered transferred 
to Road Diatrict No. 2, to meet an oid de­ 
mand. 
An order made at a previous meeting 
empowering Roadmaster Chance to grade 
a certain portion of the lower Stockton 
road, was. on motion of Mr. Tebbet» re­ 
ferret! to the Committee on Roads and 
Bridges, with power to rescind the same, if 
deemed desirable. 
On motion of Mr. Greer the sum of 
$253 36 was ordered transferred from the 
genera! road fund to District No. 8, to reim­ 
burse Overseer Plummer for moneys ad­ 
vanced by him, Mr. Bates saving that he 
voted for the transfer with the'understand­ 
ing that these transfers should cease and 
Overseers be required to collect in their 
moneys. 
Mr. Tebbets said the winter had been a 
hard one on the roads, and it was only 
right to help the Road Overseers out at the 
beginning of the season.

This 
would wipe out all demands of that char­ 
acter, and after this month the Board could 
call a halt; but it was not des rabie to have 
these demands accumulating against the 
county.

Certain demands of Overseer Warren of 
District No. 3, were laid over. 
After allowing a few more demands the 
Board adjourned for the term.

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ft ROMANCE OF POLICE PROTECTION. 
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The Right Honorable Mr. Justice Moore 
had been for years the leading practitioner 
and ablest lawyer at the Irish bar. 
But to 
neither of these facts, nor to his general 
suitability for the place, did he owe his 
elevation to the bench.

TRAVELING BY TURTLE POWER. 


A Gentleman in Siam Tries the Experi­ 
ment a n d is Sorry. 
A paper published at Saigon, in French 
Cochin China, gives an account of a sin­ 
gular experiment recently made in that 
colony 
with a 
new means of motive 
power. 
A French resident at the town of 
Ha-tien, a small port on the Gulf of 
Siam, conceived the idea that it would be 
perfectly practicable tp make the immense 
turtles which are not uncommon in those 
ports, and which swim with no little 
rapidity, do service in drawing boats. 
He purchased two large turtles at a 
cost of $20, and fitted them out with a 
neat harness, with reins. Then he ob­ 
tained a light, open boat, about fifteen 
feet long, and attached his turtles to it by 
means of traces. 
Then, holding iiis reins fast, he set out 
on a little voyage with the turtle team. 
The creatures paddled along very prettily, 
at a rate somewhat exceeding the ordinary 
walking gait of a man. 
As thev directed their course toward 
the opeu sea, and as the weather was calm 
and beautiful and the voyage exceedingly 
pleasant, it did not occur to the French­ 
man to make any very thorough test of 
his ability to guide the animals. 
Much delighted, indeed, with the suc­ 
cess of his experiment, he kept on and on 
until he presently noted that he was 
already a considerable distance out at sea 
and that the sun was setting.

navigator 
then at­ 
tempted to turn his team about, but the 
turtles resisted any such movement. They 
had evidentlw made up their minds to go 
to sea, and they would not be dissuaded 
from their purpose. 
The driver pulled his reins until he 
upset his turtles in the water, but as often 
as they regained the use of their flippers 
they set out again for the middle ot the 
sea. 
Night settled down rapidly. 
Luckily, 
the inventor of the new means of marine 
traction had brought him a pair of oars 
aud, as a last resort, he took a knife, cut 
his tugs and let his sea steeds, harnesses, 
reins and all, go their way. 
Then he rowed back laborouslv to his 
village, lamenting his expenditure on the 
turtles and resolving not to try any fur­ 
ther experiments in navigation.

“The Parochial School Question” is the 
title of an open letter by an Irish Catholic 
layman to Bishop Keane, of the ne* Cath­ 
olic University at Washington. It is a 
strong appeal to Catholics and al. others to 
u n te common cause for the preservation 
of the public schools, as against all foreign 
interference. It takes advanced grounds, 
declares parochial schools not for the best 
Interests of Catholics, and that free schools, 
free speech and a free press must be main­ 
tained, and holds that the Catholic Church 
is assailing all these to the strengthening 
of its secular power. The pamphlet is 
from the Arnold Publishing Association, 
Boston. From the same publishers we 
have a pamphlet of some 80 pages, entitled 
“ The Two Sides of the School Question,” as 
set forth by Cardinal Gibbons and Bishop 
Keane on the one hand, and E. D. Mead 
and John Hay on the other. It is a series 
of papers read at the annual meeting of the 
National Educational Association at Nash­ 
ville. The title fully discloses the char­ 
acter of the debate. There are appended a 
review of the Pope's encyclical on schools 
and several documents on the question 
from official sources. Ail who feel an in­ 
terest more than passing in the mainte­ 
nance of the free school system can profit 
by reading this eighty-page book. It is a 
very thorough canvass of both side3 of the 
school question. If the learned Catholic 
doctors "were not met and overcome by the 
papers of Mead and Jay, then there never 
was an affirmative beaten down. The pa­ 
pers are ati marked by ability and research, 
and the pamphlet is calculated to "be of 
marked interest and value to those who 
desire acquaintance with 
the strongest 
arguments on both sides of this big dis­ 
pute. 
“The Pacific National Guardsruau” is a 
new magazine published by C. H. Leadbet- 
ter, Jr., & Co., of Sacramento, and from 
the press of Woodson Bros., Sacramento. 
For an initial number (May) it does credit 
to its printers. It is in clear, large type, is 
Leaded, easy to the eye. and upon good pa­ 
per. The publishers have entered upon a 
new and untried field in California, and for 
that reason probably the initial number is 
very general in tone in treating of the or­ 
ganized militia. It is reasonable to expect 
more vigor when a foothold shall have 
been obtained, and a more critical spirit to 
be manifested when the “Guardsman ” and 
the organized militia become better ac­ 
quainted. There is room for such a jour­ 
n a l; the National Guard needs.a medium 
for advocacy of its interests and the better­ 
ment of toe Guard in this State. It re­ 
mains to be seen if there will be support 
sufficient to justify the full development of 
the Dttrposes of the magazine, which are 
briefly but clearlv set forth and are com­ 
mendable throughout.

T h e W a r B e tw e e n th e C o lo n els a n d S en­ 
a to r s G e ttin g E x c itin g . 
The Call of yesterday says: The game 
between theOaklands and the Sacramentos 
next Sunday afternoon, at the Haight- 
street grounds, promises to be an exciting 
one outside of the fact that excellent ball- 
playing is anticipated. The Senators to­ 
day are tied with Stockton for third place, 
and, as they have struck a winning gait, 
they bid fair to give the Colonels a hard 
fight for place honors. The main excite­ 
ment foreshadowed, however, will grow 
out of the rivalry between the two teams 
and their managers. The trouble between 
Norris O'Neil and Umpire Chipman at 
Sacramento, last Sunday, has caused a bit­ 
ter feeling between the players, and the 
war will be carried into this city when the 
nines meet. President Enright has char­ 
tered a special train, which will bring at 
least 500 of the cranks in the Capital City 
to witness the contest and to applaud the 
Senators on to victory. 
In the meantime Colonel Robinson is 
making an active canvass among the Oak­ 
land baseball patrons, urging them to at­ 
tend the game and eupport bis men. The 
Colonel says there will be at least 3,000 
people trom the other side of the bay in at­ 
tendance, and he will need them, for the 
San Francisco people are beginning to 
show partiality to the country clubs when 
the Oakland team piays against them. A 
special section of the grand stand will be 
reserved for the Sacramento visitors. 
An additional attraction to the game 
wonid be the presence of Umpire Chipman 
on the field. If he could be induced to 
come he would be given a cordial recep­ 
tion by the San Francisco enthusiasts, who 
are far from friendly toward O'Neil.

EARLY IN THE FIELD. 


G eneral John Bidwell Expounds the P ro­ 
hibition Doctrines. 
Even though they m ay be accused of 
“ rushing the seasou,” the Prohibitionists of 
Sacram ento do not propose to lose the com­ 
ing election by reason of not starting the 
ball early. They “opened the campaign” 
in this city last evening by holding a m eet­ 
ing at Pythian H all, which was attended 
oy about one hundred and twenty-five men 
ind some fifty ladies, the hall being com- 
ortably filled. The meetiDg was presided 
over by Dr. F. M. Clayton, and between 
the addresses the audience was treated to 
excellent vocal music. 
The first speaker was General Bidwell, 
of Butte, wno a few years ago ran as an 
independent candidate' for Governor. The 
General is now the candidate of the Pro­ 
hibition party for the same office. In the 
course of his remarks last evening he said 
the Republicans and Democrats comprised 
the rum power and the monopoly power 
of the country. Nothing good for the peo­ 
ple could be expected from them, for to 
cut away from the turn-sellers and monop­ 
olists wonid be to commit seif-annihilation. 
They could uo more do it than the eagle 
could fly without wiDgs. 
The Prohibitionists, he said, demanded 
that the saloons shall be closed on election 
days, because they were the cause of crime. 
And if the saloons were a curse on election 
day, “are they not,” he said, “on any dav ? 
Everybody knows 
it—the 
Republicans 
kuow it and the Democrats know it.’* The 
Prohibitionists have given good people the 
opportunity to throw off the oppressive 
yoke, and the speaker wanted to know if 
they intended to avail themselves of it. 
The General said he didn't want the 
office of Governor, and only consented to 
run for the good of the party—he could 
not find it in his heart to refuse. 
He then went on and told again the story 
so often told before, of how he once 
thought he would make pure wine for the 
communion table; of how men came to his 
wine-cellar and got drunk on it, and of 
how he gave his best wine away to the 
manager of a hospital, had the poorer 
made into vinegar, and then palled un his 
vines. 
Next the General explained the origin of 
his antiDatby to agricultural hoss-trots and 
State Fairs, and how he had withdrawn 
his patronage from them several years ago. 
He did not, however, venture to explain 
bow it was tnat the State Fairs had man­ 
aged to continue and grow in importance 
annually. 
After commending the Australian ballot 
system and declaring himself in favor of 
woman suffrage, the General closed by re­ 
lating how he had (probably) escaped be­ 
ing drugged and murdered in London by 
refusing t i go to a saloon with a strange 
man and drink with him. The point he 
sought to make was that it wa9 his temper­ 
ance principles that saved h im ; but other 
travelers attribute their safety from such 
dangers to the exercise of a little judgment 
and common sense. 
The General was warmly 
applauded 
throughout his remarks. 
He was followed by Colonel Samuel 
Dickey, Chairman of the National Prohibi­ 
tion Committee. Colonel Dickey is a tuore 
fluent speaker than General Bidwell. and 
the Colonel, being much younger, has a 
great deal more of that composition known 
to the modern tongue as "ginger.” He isa 
very entertaining speaker, and held his 
audience deeply interested for upward of 
an hour while he explained why it was 
that the liqnor traffic did not create 
wealth, and how it could flourish only bv 
fostering and promoting vice. His vigor­ 
ous style and eloquence elicited frequent 
outbursts of applause. 
The meeting closed with some remarks 
by Professor Crowhurst.

“Zig-Zag” was played at the Metropoli­ 
tan Theater last night, and will be repeated 
to-uight. How it managed to secure favor­ 
able mention at the East is a mystery. It 
is weak, pointless, and worthy of no fur­ 
ther mention than to say that the people 
in it have no right to present themselves in 
that farce as giving compensation for the 
admission fee. It is to be regretted that 
the local management is compelled to take 
troupes billed for a circuit whether it de­ 
sires or not. If it exercises picking and 
choosing judgment it is cut off from play­ 
ing the meritorious combinations. 


Manager Hall last night inaugurated the 
practice of having “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” played as the audience moves out.
